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WARRANT  FOR  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Essex  ss. 

To  the  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich  in  said  County 
GREETINGS: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  IPSWICH 
HIGH  SCHOOL,  in  said  Ipswich  on 

Monday,  The  Sixteen  Day  Of  January,  1967  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  evening,  then  and  there 
to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz: 

Moderator  Harry  Munro  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:30  P.M.  and  stated  there  were  119 
voters  present,  251  needed  for  a  quorum  and  asked  the  pleasure  of  the  meeting.  Mr.  Terr ance 
Perkins  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned  until  8:00  P.M.  or  until  such  time  that  there  is  a 
quorum  present.  Seconded.  Unanimous  voice  vote. 

At  7:45  P.M.  the  moderator  stated  we  had  a  quorum  there  being  251  voters  present.  Final 
count  was  284. 

The  following  people  were  appointed  as  tellers:  Leonard  Preston,  David  Claxton,  Francis 
Masse  and  Walter  Hulburt. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Pechilis  and  seconded  that  non-voting  residents  of  the  town  be  allowed  to 
attend  the  meeting  as  observers.  Unanimous  voice  vote. 

Sgt.  Robert  Cooke  who  recently  returned  from  Vietnam  lead  the  meeting  in  the  salute  to  the 
flag.  Rev.  David  Shire  offered  the  invocation. 

Town  Clerk  Anthony  Murawski  read  the  opening  and  closing  paragraphs  of  the  warrant, 
also  the  constable's  return. 

Moderator  Munro  asked  the  voters  to  identify  themselves  when  they  speak  on  the  articles. 
He  also  stated  that  the  Finance  Committee  recommended  on  the  articles  in  the  warrant. 
Article  1  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  by  borrowing,  transfer, 
or  otherwise,  for  the  purpose  of  supplementing  previous  bond  issues  for  sewer  construction,  and 
to  authorize  transfer  of  unexpended  funds  from  bond  proceeds  of  certain  sewer  projects. 
Moved:  Mr.  Pechilis  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $32,000.00  for 
the  purpose  of  supplementing  previous  appropriation  for  sewer  construction,  and  to  meet  this 
appropriation,  the  sum  of  $14,369.00  be  raised  and  assessed;  the  sum  of  $17,555.16  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Sewer  Receipts  Reserve  Account;  and  the  sum  of  $75.84  be  taken  from  unex- 
pended balances  from  the  previous  sewer  bond  issues:  namely,  Jeffrey's  Neck,  $72.04,  and 
Hovey  Street,  $3.80.  Seconded.  Unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  2    To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  payment  of  unpaid  bills 

incurred   in  the   water  department  during  1966,  to  be  taken  from  surplus  funds  in  the  Water 

Department. 

Moved:    Mr.   Pechilis  moved  that  the  sum  of  $9,578.37  be  appropriated  for  the  payment  of 

unpaid   bills   in  the  water  department  for  1966,  and  that  the  said  sum  be  taken  from  surplus 

funds    in   the   water  department.  Seconded.  Unanimous  voice  vote.  The  moderator  stated  the 

Finance  Committee  recommended  this  article. 


Article  3  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000.00)  for  an  engineering  feasibility  study  for  the  future  water  supply  for  the  Town  as 
proposed  in  a  letter  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  from  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee,  as  requested  by 
the  Conservation  Commission,  and  dated  June  10,  1965. 

Moved:  Mr.  (Israelsohn  moved  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  often  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  an  engineering  feasibility  study  for  the  future  water  supply  for  the 
Town  as  proposed  in  a  letter  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  from  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee,  as 
requested  by  the  Conservation  Commission,  and  dated  June  10,  1965.  Seconded.  Unanimous 
voice  vote. 

Article  4  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  deed  to  a  parcel  of  land  from  Stanley  W. 
Lappin,  Trustee  of  The  Ipswich  Plaza  Realty  Trust.  Said  parcel  is  located  on  the  Westerly  side 
of  High  Street,  but  not  touching  said  street,  and  is  bounded  and  described  as  follows:  South- 
easterly by  land  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich,  325' more  or  less;  Southwesterly  by  land  now  or 
formerly  of  Ryan,  415'  more  or  less;  Northwesterly  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Avelis  325' 
more  or  less;  Northeasterly  by  other  land  of  The  Ipswich  Plaza  Realty  Trust,  405'  more  or  less, 
containing  three  acres  more  or  less  and  shown  on  as  Parcel  B  on  a  Plan  of  land  entitled,  "Top- 
ographical Plan  of  Land  belonging  to  Dirk  Visser,  High  Street,  Ipswich,  Mass.,  December  13, 
1966,  Scale  1 "  equals  30',  Plan  by  Robert  E.  Webster,  Reg.  Prof.  Engineer. 
Moved:  Mr.  Pechilis  moved  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  a  deed  to 
a  parcel  of  land  from  Stanley  W.  Lappin,  Trustee  of  the  Ipswich  Plaza  Realty  Trust.  Said  parcel 
is  located  on  the  Westerly  side  of  High  Street,  but  not  touching  said  street  and  is  bounded  and 
described  as  follows:  Southeasterly  by  land  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich,  325'  more  or  less;  South- 
westerly by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Ryan,  415'  more  or  less;  Northwesterly  by  land  now  or 
formerly  of  Avelis,  325'  more  or  less;  Northeasterly  by  other  land  of  The  Ipswich  Plaza  Realty 
Trust,  405'  more  or  less,  containing  three  acres  more  or  less,  and  shown  as  parcel  B  on  a  Plan 
of  land  entitled,  "Topographical  Plan  of  Land  belonging  to  Dirk  Visser,  High  Street,  Ipswich, 
Mass.,  December  13,  1966,  Scale  1"  =  30',  Plan  by  Robert  E.  Webster,  Reg.  Prof.  Engineer. " 
Seconded.  Unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  5  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  by  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee,  and  to  con- 
sider the  continuation  of  said  committee. 

Moved:  Mr.  James  McManaway,  chairman  of  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  gave 
a  narrative  report  and  moved  that  the  report  of  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  be  accepted 
and  the  Committee  continued.  Seconded.  Motion  carried  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Article  6  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  and  originally  equipping  an  addition  to  the  Linebrook  Elementary  School  and 
to  provide  for  the  payment  thereof,  by  borrowing,  transfers  from  the  Town's  Stabilization  Fund, 
or  otherwise. 

Moved:  Mr.  McManaway  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $319,000  for 
construction,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  an  addition  to  Linebrook  Elementary  School, 
and  that  to  meet  this  appropriation  the  sum  of  $100,000  is  transferred  from  the  Stabilization 
Fund,   and    the   Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  issue 
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$219,000  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  under  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended,  pro- 
vided that  the  amount  of  borrowing  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  the  matching  stabilization 
fund  payment  from  the  state,  and  that  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  Linebrook  School  Addition 
Construction  Committee  consisting  of  the  following  voting  members  is  hereby  created:  James  C. 
McManaway,  Alexander  Mulholland,  Joseph  McGee,  Harris  Smith,  Catherine  Pojasek,  William 
George,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  School  Committee,  one 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  who  will  be  a  non-voting  member,  and  said  committee  is  authorized  to  take 
all  action  necessary  to  carry  out  this  vote  and  that  the  Moderator  is  authorized  to  fill  any  vac- 
ancies on  said  committee  whether  resulting  from  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  except  those 
members  appointed  by  the  School  Committee  or  Finance  Committee.  Seconded.  The  Moderator 
stated  the  Finance  Committee  approved  this  article.  Mr.  Geanakos  stated  the  School  Board 
unanimously  approved  this  article.  A  hand  vote  showed  269  in  favor  and  3  opposed.  Motion 
passed. 

Article  7  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  a  special  unpaid  committee  to  be  known  as  a 
vocational  regional  school  district  planning  committee,  to  consist  of  three  members,  including 
one  member  of  the  school  committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  moderator  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  14  of  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended;  and  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  use  of  said  committee. 

Moved:  Mr.  Geanakos  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  create  a  special  unpaid  committee  to  be 
known  as  a  vocational  regional  school  district  planning  committee,  to  consist  of  three  members, 
including  one  member  of  the  school  committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  moderator  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  14  of  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended;  and  to  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  use  of  said  committee.  Seconded.  Motion  carried  by  unanimous 
voice  vote. 
Moved,  seconded  and  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn.  Meeting  adjourned  at  8:18  P.M. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  attested  copies  thereof,  one  at  the  Post 
Office,  one  at  the  Town  House  and  one  at  each  of  the  meeting  houses  and  by  publication  in  a 
local  newspaper  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time  of  said  meeting.

The 
meeting  again  was  called  to  order  at  7:40  p.m.  Final  count  showed  543  voters  present. 

Mr.  Pechilis  moved  that  non-voters  and  non-residents  of  the  town  be  allowed  to  attend  the 
meeting  as  observers.  Seconded,  unanimous  voice  vote. 

First  Sgt.  John  Comeau  lead  the  meeting  in  the  salute  to  the  flag.  He  spoke  briefly  about  his 
experiences  while  serving  in  Vietnam  and  stated  that  the  morale  of  the  servicemen  there  was 
excellent  despite  the  demonstrations  in  the  states.  Mr.  Pechilis  requested  that  the  voters  applaud 
Sgt.  Comeau  for  his  service  to  our  country. 

Rev.  Chester  J.  Stempkowski  gave  the  invocation. 

Miss  Joanne  Gregory  entertained  with  organ  music  before  the  start  of  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Pechilis  moved  that  the  Town  Clerk  read  the  opening  and  closing  paragraphs  of  the 
warrant  and  the  constable's  return,  seconded,  unanimous  voice  vote.

2.  For  the  Capital  Budget,  the  sum  of  $79,876  be  appropriated  as  follows:  $2,000  from 
the  Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  Fund;  $5000  from  the  Sewer  Receipts  Reserve;  $57,800  from 
Surplus  Revenue;  $15,076  to  be  raised  and  assessed. 

3.  For  the  School  Department,  the  sum  of  $1,433,945  be  appropriated  as  follows:  $9788 
from  Federal  Funds  received  under  PL  874;  $1,790  from  Federal  Funds  received  under 
PL  864;  $5000  received  from  the  Feoffees  of  the  Grammar  School;  the  balance,  $1,417,367 
to  be  raised  and  assessed.

Mr.  Stanley  Eustace  moved  to  amend  the  main  motion  by  increasing  the  salary  of  the  custodian 
by  $300.00  making  the  custodian's  salary  $4912.  instead  of  $4612.  and  the  Town  Hall  budget 
$8192.00.  He  stated  he  was  not  a  member  of  the  employees  union  and  because  the  selectmen 
were  granting  a  4%  salary  increase  to  employees  not  eligible  to  join  the  union  he  felt  he  should 
also  receive  an  increase  as  he  was  under  the  impression  that  he  could  not  join,  being  the  head  of 
the  Parks  Department.  Mr.  John  Logan  spoke  against  the  amendment  as  he  stated  Mr.  Eustace 
was  eligible  to  join  the  union  and  if  voters  voted  favorably  on  this  the  selectmen  could  be  accused 
of  unfair  labor  practices. 

Mr.  James  McCormack  asked  if  Mr.  Lunt  could  give  a  figure  of  how  much  the  tax  rate  would 
rise. 

Mr.  John  Bialek  moved  for  indefinite  postponement.  Seconded.  Hand  count  showed  349  in  favor 
and  57  opposed.  Mr.  Eustace's  amendment  was  lost  because  of  indefinite  postponement.

Mr.  Pechilis  spoke  against  it  stating  it  could  not  be  done  for  $17,000  and 
gave  a  break  down  of  figures  on  various  items  he  thought  would  be  necessary,  arriving  at  a 
total  figure  of  $29,685.50. 

Mr.  Logan  stated  the  article  as  read  limits  the  use  of  the  policemen  and  that  the  Chief  was  giving 
the  impression  he  could  utilize  the  men  as  he  saw  it. 
Motion  to  move  the  question  was  carried  by  voice  vote  with  two  against. 
A  2/3  vote  was  necessary  to  override  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendation. 
Main  motion  was  lost.  Hand  count  showed  163  in  favor  and  207  against. 
Motion  was  made  to  reconsider  the  article.  Moderator  Munro  ruled  out  reconsideration. 
Mr.  Mathey  requested  that  Article  38  be  considered  before  Article  37.  No  objections.

Mr.  Hollie  Bucklin  moved  that  this  article  be  postponed  until  the  next  annual  town  meeting  and 

moved  for  indefinite  postponement  of  Article  38.  Seconded. 

Indefinite  postponement  failed  showing  hand  vote  of  131  in  favor  and  149  against. 

Mr.  Ernest  Brockelbank  spoke  against  the  article. 

Mr.  Lunt  moved  the  question.  Seconded.  Question  moved  by  voice  vote. 

Hand  count  on  Article  38  showed  141  in  favor  and  151  opposed.  Motion  lost. 

Article  37  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  file  a  bill  with  the  General 
Court  to  establish  an  Historic  District  for  the  Town  of  Ipswich. 

Moved:  Mr.  Mathey  moved  that  the  Town  approve  the  wording  of  a  proposed  legislative  act 
entitled  "An  Act  Establishing  an  Historic  District  for  the  Town  of  Ipswich"  and  dated  March  1, 
1967  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  submit  such  proposed  act  to  the  Legislature  for 
enactment  as  soon  as  possible.  Seconded.  Motion  lost  with  hand  count  showing  146  in  favor 
and  150  opposed.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Harry  Munro  at  7:30  p.m.  He  stated  that 
there  were  62  voters  present  and  245  voters  needed  for  a  quorum,  and  asked  the  pleasure  of  the 
meeting. 

Mr.  Perkins  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned  until  8  p.m.,  or  until  such  time  as  the 
quorum  is  announced.

Mr.  Paul  McGinley  of  the  Planning  Board  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  finance  committee  who 
recommended  unanimously  for  the  adoption  of  the  by-law. 

Mr.  Logan,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  stated  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  unan- 
imously supports  the  passage  of  this  motion.

Attorney  William  Hayes  spoke  on  particular  sections  of  the  Historic  District  By-Law  indicat- 
ing the  need  of  a  certificate  of  appropriateness  before  certain  remodeling  or  alteration  can  be  made. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chorlian,  owners  of  a  colonial  home  located  on  North  Green  strongly  sup- 
ported the  Act. 

Mr.  Hollie  Bucklin  proposed  that  the  Historic  Act  be  amended  as  follows:  — 

Section  3.  Strike  out  the  entire  section  and  substitute  the  following  -  The  Historic  District 
shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ipswich  Historical  Commission  which  shall  be  composed 
of  nine  (9)  members,  all  residents  and  voters  within  the  historic  district.  The  nine  members  are 
to  be  elected  at  the  next  annual  town  election;  three  to  serve  for  three  years,  three  to  serve  for  two 
years,  and  three  to  serve  for  one  year.  Thereafter  three  members  will  be  elected  annually  to  serve 
for  terms  of  three  years  each. 

Section  9  (a).  Strike  out  the  words  "and  remand  the  case  for  further  action  by  the  Com- 
mission" and  substitute  in  their  place  "and  issue  a  certificate  of  appropriateness.  This  certificate 
in  all  cases  shall  be  as  valid  and  acceptable  as  a  certificate  issued  by  the  Historical  Commission.

In  accordance  with  Chapter  49,  Section  40,  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  your  Board  of  Select- 
men submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year  1967,  to  inform  the  citizens  of  Ipswich  relative  to  the 
performance  of  its  duties. 

Specific  details  of  progress  made  in  the  various  areas  of  operations  are  recorded  in  the  individual 
department  reports. 

Of  great  significance  to  the  citizens  of  Ipswich,  1967  saw  the  orderly  transition  to  Manager 
Charter  form  of  government  and  the  hiring  of  an  experienced  professional  Manager,  the  second 
since  1951.  Your  Board  adopted  a  formal  resolution  establishing  itself  as  a  policy  making  body 
and  delegated  the  administrative  responsibility  under  the  Charter  to  the  Town  Manager,  con- 
sistent with  the  expressed  wishes  of  a  large  majority  of  the  voting  citizens. 

The  initial  steps  toward  data  processing  were  successfully  implemented  during  1967,  involving 
the  offices  of  Assessor,  Treasurer  and  the  Town  Clerk.  This  area  of  more  efficient  operation  will 
be  carefully  studied  for  future  expansion. 
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The  first  year  under  a  Union  Contract  with  the  municipal  employees  was  completed.  We  can 
only  urge  those  eligible  employees  to  become  actively  involved  in  their  Union  in  order  that  the 
full  force  and  effect  of  the  democratic  processes  will  be  felt  in  the  vital  area  of  employee  relations. 

Your  Board  encourages  every  citizen  to  think  about  our  town  and  evaluate  its  good  aspects, 
and  support  efforts  toward  solving  its  problems. 

The  Board  expresses  its  gratitude  for  the  cooperation  and  fine  work  performed  during  the  year 
by  Acting  Town  Manager,  John  A.  Pechilis,  the  Town  Manager,  Town  Officers,  Town  Boards 
and  Committees,  department  heads  and  employees.

7.  The  Report  of  the  Director  of  Elementary  Education 

8.  Statistics 

The  reports  of  the  several  school  principals  present  the  organization  and  functions  of  the  several 
schools.  System-wide  accomplishments,  projects,  and  emphasis  are  reported  by  the  superintendent. 
The  official  school  financial  and  pupil-enrollment  figures  are  tabulated  in  the  section  called 
"Statistics." 

The  most  visible  .achievement  in  the  schools  during  1967  was  the  construction  and  occupancy 
of  the  twelve  room  addition  to  the  Paul  F.  Doyon  school  on  Linebrook  Road.  The  total  school 
n  ow  consists  of  twenty-two  classrooms,  a  combination  cafeteria-auditorium,  a  gymnasium,  a 
library,  and  other  important  specialized  spaces.  Well  situated  on  eighteen  acres  of  land  border- 
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ing  on  the  Willow  Dale  State  Forest,  this  well-equipped  school  is  a  source  of  pride  to  its  pupils, 
staff,  and  the  Elementary  School  Construction  Committee. 

In  the  1966  report  some  of  the  forces  that  are  influencing  the  operation  and  development  of 
public  education  in  Ipswich  were  presented  as  omens  of  things  to  come.  Without  a  subjective, 
qualitative  comment  as  to  the  positive  or  negative  effect  of  these  federal,  state,  and  regional 
forces  on  local  education  the  existence  of  certain  influences  should  be  reported  as  part  of  a 
developing  pattern  that  may  some  day  totally  re-arrange  the  relationship  of  the  town  to  its 
school  system.  Firstly,  the  federal  government  by  its  money  grants  to  the  states  and  the  mun- 
icipalities is  guiding  the  direction  and  development  of  all  education  in  the  United  States  of 
America.  Secondly,  the  state  departments  of  education  bolstered  by  additional  funds  for  Federally 
approved  planning,  and  research  and  development  are  exercising  a  much  greater  influence  on 
the  local  level. 


In  Massachusetts  the  adoption  of  the  Willis-Harrington  Report  on  education  has  already  had  a 
profound  effect  on  the  operation  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  its  relationship  to 
the  local  school  committee.  Important  data  from  computer  centers  is  made  available  to  school 
committees  in  extremely  short  periods  of  time.  Operating  policies  once  suggested  or  recom- 
mended or  left  to  the  discretion  of  school  committees  are  now  mandated.  Responsible  state 
officials  speak  of  greater  amounts  of  state  aid  to  schools,  even  up  to  one  hundred  per  cent  and 
with  ultimate  one  hundred  per  cent  control.  This  trend  toward  state  and  regional  cooperation 
can  be  noted  in  the  field  of  general  government  too. 


1967  saw  the  first  collective  bargaining  session  between  the  School  Committee  and  the  Ipswich 
Teachers  Association.  These  professional  negotiations  for  salaries  and  other  conditions  of 
employment  are  governed  by  state  law.  The  committee  and  the  teachers  association  which  is 
affiliated  with  the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association  successfully  negotiated  a  contract  pro- 
viding for  benefits  average  in  this  section  of  Massachusetts. 

In  another  section  of  this  town  report  the  Whittier  Regional  Vocation  High  School  Planning 
Committee  details  its  progress  and  the  recommendation  that  Ipswich  join  with  ten  other  cities 
and  towns  to  form  a  regional  school  district.  Location  of  a  much  needed  vocational  school 
near  Ipswich  will  provide  the  opportunity  for  the  large  percent  of  boys  and  girls  who  can  best 
benefit  from  a  technical  education. 

As  in  all  growing  suburban  communities,  the  annual  report  of  the  School  Superintendent  con- 
tains a  section  on  school  building  and  facilities  in  two  parts:  the  first  is  likely  to  be  the  report 
of  the  opening  of  a  new  facility  and  the  second  a  request  for  a  study  of  school  building  needs, 
or  a  plea  for  approval  of  a  new  school  or  an  addition  to  an  existing  one.  In  the  fall  of  1967, 
the  School  Committee  voted  to  extend  the  Senior  High  School  day  and  stagger  the  opening  and 
closing  of  classes  for  grade  nine  to  accommodate  the  ever  increasing  number  of  high  school 
pupils.  The  need  for  more  high  school  classrooms  is  well  known  to  the  various  town  committees 
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charged  with  the  operation,  construction  and  financing  of  new  school  facilities.  Even  the  critical 
dates  September,  1968  or  1969  ha\e  been  discussed.  Preliminary  planning  toward  school  con- 
struction is  underway. 

Public  schools  do  not  operate  in  a  vacuum.  In  Ipswich  they  effect  the  lives  of  2300  public  school 
pupils,  over  two  hundred  parocial  school  pupils,  and  the  parents  and  families  of  these  pupils, 
perphaps  seventy- five  percent  of  the  population  of  Ipswich.  Thirteen  buses  beginning  at  6:45 
a.m.  transport  fifty-five  percent  of  all  pupils  to  and  from  school  at  varying  times  until  5:00  p.m. 
Thirty  women  in  six  cafeterias  provide  almost  two  thousand  lunches  a  day.  Eighteen  custodial 
personnel  operate  and  maintain  their  buildings  from  6:30  a.m.  until  11:00  p.m.  Some  work 
Saturday  mornings.  Sunday  emergency  checks  are  expected.  Three  physicians  and  two  nurses 
supervise  the  health  of  the  pupils  and  the  staff.  Ten  secretaries  answer  your  calls,  sew  on  a  lost 
button  for  an  elementary  child,  tend  records,  prepare  copy  and  engage  in  accounting  activities. 
The  potential  truant  is  made  more  wary  by  the  presence  of  an  'attendance  officer.'  One  hundred 
forty-five  teachers,  counselors,  librarians,  and  administratives  comprise  the  professional  staff 
for  the  regular  day  sessions.  Additional  teachers  augment  this  staff  for  the  evening,  summer 
schools,  and  home  bound  pupils. 

When  the  police  who  patrol  the  town  roadways  and  school  sites,  the  firemen  who  inspect  the 
buildings,  the  highway  employees  who  plow  and  maintain  the  roads,  and  the  accounting  and 
treasury  peoples'  efforts  are  added  to  those  of  the  school  staff,  certainly  it  can  be  said  that  edu- 
cation is  big  business.  The  proper  development  of  each  young  boy  and  girl  requires  the  most  and 
the  best  from  all  of  those  concerned.

I.      Teaching  Personnel 

Twelve  faculty  members,  both  replacements  and  new  teachers,  were  added  to  the  high  school 
roster.  This  brings  the  total  staff  to  forty-six.  In  addition  to  the  regular  staff,  the  following 
professionals  are  employed  in  varying  capacities:  nurse,  physician,  psychologist,  social  worker, 
attendance  officer,  and  school  adjustment  counselor.  Their  involvement,  while  not  directly  with 
students  in  the  classroom,  is  a  back-up  service  to  all  students,  teachers  and  administrators. 
They  are  a  necessary  part  of  an  ever  increasing  team  needed  to  provide  the  type  of  education 
and  service  demanded  by  today's  society. 

Worthy  of  note  are  the  geographical  areas  from  which  our  faculty  comes:  New  Jersey, 
Washington,  California,  New  Hampshire,  New  York,  Connecticut,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island, 
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Africa,  Maine  and  Ohio.  We  feel  that  with  this  diversity  of  background  our  students  can  gain 
much.  Each  year  our  search  for  new  teachers  covers  the  entire  country.  During  the  past  year 
a  district  superintendent  of  schools  from  Delhi,  India,  visited  our  school  for  six  weeks  to  observe 
our  teaching  and  administrative  methods.  Two  projects  in  team  teaching  were  initiated  this 
year:  four  teachers  are  involved  in  teaching  a  Humanities  course  to  all  senior  business  students, 
and  four  teachers  are  involved  in  teaching  our  Core  program  for  sophomores  and  freshmen. 
Our  teachers  are  regularly  involved  in  advance  study,  both  during  the  regular  school  year 
and  also  during  the  summer.  Of  the  forty-six  staff  members,  three  have  the  master's  degree  plus 
thirty  hours  of  advanced  study,  twenty-six  have  a  master's  degree  and  seventeen  have  the 
bachelor's  degree  plus  advanced  graduate  work.  Currendy,  our  Science  Coordinator  is  on 
sabbatical  leave  at  Boston  College,  where  he  is  studying  for  his  doctorate. 

II.  Curriculum 

As  previously  mentioned,  our  curriculum  includes  new  and  innovative  courses.  The  com- 
bining of  English,  U.S.  History,  Art,  and  Music  into  a  Humanities  course  was  initiated  this 
year.  This  course,  taught  by  four  teachers,  combines  four  disciplines  in  a  single  presentation. 
In  addition  to  our  Humanities  course  we  have  instituted  a  Core  program  for  freshmen  and 
sophomores:  these  students  work  in  time  blocks  of  approximately  thirty  minutes  and  their 
curriculum  covers  English,  History,  Business,  Business  Arithmetic  and  Reading.  An  honors 
study  in  History  was  also  introduced:  this  course  is  designed  to  be  a  seminar  with  additional 
opportunity  for  supervised  study.  These  programs  are  attempts  to  break  away  from  the  trad- 
itional type  of  inflexible  scheduling.  In  the  area  of  science,  a  new  course  in  Physics  was  intro- 
duced. Like  other  science  courses,  this  Physical  Science  Study  Committee  program  is  laboratory 
oriented.  The  results  of  these  innovative  programs  are  excellent.  Pupil  and  teacher  interest  is 
outstandingly  high. 

It  is  felt  that  the  physical  plant  is  receiving  maximum  use.  In  addition  to  the  regular  school 
session,  September  to  June,  evening  classes  and  recreational  programs  are  held;  and  summer 
school  for  grades  seven  through  twelve  is  conducted  for  five  weeks.  During  the  regular  school 
recesses  in  December,  February,  and  April,  the  library  is  open  for  study  and  recreational  read- 
ing. 

III.  Pupil  Personnel 

Enrollment  has  increased  from  five  hundred  and  ninety-six  in  1966-67  to  six  hundred  and 
fifty  in  1967-68. 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  Guidance  Department,  Health  Department,  and  individual  teachers, 
the  overall  needs  of  each  child  are  being  cared  for.  Our  pupil  services  are  most  extensive  and 
in  elude,    in    addition  to  the  formal  classroom  instruction,  physical  examinations,  vision  and 
hearing  tests,  innoculations,  certain  psychological  testing,  vocational  and  educational  counsel- 
ing, job  placement,  as  well  as  numerous  other  personnel  services. 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  newly  established  World  Affairs  Club,  our  students  have  been 
involved  in  responsible  and  charitable  work.  Students  have  given  of  their  time  and  money  to 
help  those  less  fortunate;  they  have  worked  in  blighted  urban  areas,  sponsored  a  Christmas 
party  for  young  children  from  Roxbury,  and  donated  to  national  and  regional  charities.  They 
have  also  provided  a  world  affairs  lecture  program  for  the  town.

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  ANNUAL  REPORT 
JOHN  E.  HUTTUNEN,  PRINCIPAL 

ORGANIZATION 

In  the  fall  of  1967  the  Junior  High  School  changed  from  a  three  year  junior  high  school 
consisting  of  grades  six,  seven,  and  eight  to  a  two  year  junior  high  school  consisting  of  grades 
seven   and   eight.      Students    are  grouped  homogeneously  into  seven  sections  on  the  basis  of 
academic  achievement,  teacher  evaluations,  and  standardized  test  results. 
TEACHING  PERSONNEL 

The  Junior  High  School  staff  includes  a  total  of  seventeen  full  time  personnel  involved  in 
teaching  and  guidance,  and  ten  teachers  on  a  part  time  basis.  These  part  time  teachers  are 
shared  with  the  elementary  and  senior  high  schools.  Of  the  twenty-seven  teachers  utilized  at  the 
Junior  High  School,  fifteen  have  received  their  Master's  degrees.  All  teachers  are  experienced. 
CURRICULUM 

The  curriculum  includes  English,  science,  mathematics,  social  studies,  French  or  reading, 
physical  education,  music,  art,  practical  arts  or  home  economics.  In  addition,  a  program  of 
extra-curricular  activities  is  available  to  all  students.  These  include  band,  chorus,  intramural 
sports  for  both  boys  and  girls,  knitting  club,  student  council,  ski  club,  and  inter-scholastic 
football,  baseball,  basketball  and  field  hockey.  The  extra-curricular  activities  are  conducted 
during  two  activity  periods  in  the  week  or  after  school.  In  an  attempt  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
ever  continuing  developments  and  demands  upon  education,  curriculum  and  programs  are 
being  revised  with  the  intention  of  improvement  and  better  coordination  between  the  elementary 
schools  and  high  school.  Special  emphasis  this  year  is  being  placed  upon  review  and  improve- 
ment in  the  fields  of  reading  and  social  studies. 
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PUPIL  PERSONNEL 

Pupils  in  grade  seven  receive  a  standardized  testing  program  which  includes  the  Iowa  Basic 
Skills  Achievement  Test,  California  Reading  Test  and  the  Orleans  Algebra  Prognois  Test.  The 
same  program  is  followed  for  grade  eight  with  the  exception  that  the  California  Test  of  Mental 
Maturity  is  added.  Specialized  tests  of  interests,  specific  aptitudes,  intelligence,  personality  and 
achievement  are  administered  on  an  individual  basis  when  needed.  All  pupils  receive  regular 
counselling  sessions  in  the  areas  of  educational  guidance,  vocational  objectives  and  positive 
school  and  community  citizenship. 
BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

Significant  progress  was  made  during  1967  in  improving  the  building.  A  relighting  program 
was  completed  in  which  new  fixtures  were  installed  and  the  building  completely  rewired.  A 
communications  and  public  address  system,  a  new  heating  plant  and  new  floor  tile  were  among 
the  needed  physical  improvements  completed  in  1967. 


WINTHROP  and  SHATSWELL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 
EARL  H.  PEABODY,  PRINCIPAL 

ORGANIZATION 

Shatswell  and  Winthrop  Schools  make  up  Elementary  School  District  One.  Shatswell  School 
operates  on  a  continuous  progress  (non-graded)  program.  Housed  at  this  school  are  approx- 
imately two  hundred  students  covering  a  three-year  curriculum  program.  Winthrop  School 
houses  three  classes  of  grade  three,  four  each  of  grades  four,  five  six  and  a  library.  This  school 
had  a  December  first  enrollment  of  approximately  four  hundred  students.  Assignments  at  Win- 
throp are  basically  heterogeneous  with  regrouping  at  each  grade  for  instruction  in  the  curriculum 
areas  of  reading  and  math.  This  year,  for  the  first  time,  student  activity  groups  have  been 
organized  at  Winthrop  School.  These  activity  programs  are  mainly  for  the  older  students  and 
are  held  for  an  hour  once  each  week.  A  Student  Council  has  been  initiated  with  representation  from 
all  rooms.  French,  Art,  Music,  Science  and  Physical  Education  are  offered  on  a  student  interest 
basis.  Members  of  the  staff  serve  as  advisors  to  the  groups.  Also,  for  the  first  time,  it  has  been 
possible  to  schedule  separate  physical  education  classes  for  boys  and  girls  in  grades  five  and 
six.  A  girl's  intramural  program  is  offered  twice  each  week.  This  program  is  voluntary  and  is 
conducted  by  the  girl's  physical  education  instructor.  The  school  day  for  all  students  is  six  hours 
and  fifteen  minutes.  Class  A  lunch  is  served  to  approximately  four  hundred  eighty-five  students 
daily  in  Elementary  Sehool  District  One. 
CURRICULUM 

The  curriculum  includes  all  the  content  normally  found  in  comparable  elementary  schools. 
Specialists  provide  instruction  to  all  students  in  Art,  Music  and  Physical  Education.  All  students 
in  grades  four,  five  and  six  receive  French  instruction  from  a  specialist  three  half-hour  periods 
each  week.  Speech  therapy,  remedial  reading,  and  instrumental  music  are  provided  certain 
students.  More  new  materials  have  been  added  to  the  science  and  social  studies  programs.  The 
SRA  social  studies  program  had  been  expanded  to  include  all  of  the  primary  grades.  The  ad- 
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dition  of  a  part  time  librarian  to  the  elementary  schools,  the  continued  and  much  appreciated 
support  of  the  volunteer  librarians  and  the  additional  volumes  and  materials  made  possible 
through  Federal   and  local  funds  continue  to  make  the  library  a  vital  part  of  the  school  cur- 
riculum. A  very  successful  book  fair  was  conducted  early  this  fall. 
TEACHING  PERSONNEL 

District  One  employs  twenty-five  full  time  teachers,  eight  teachers  shared  with  other  schools, 
three  part  time  teachers,  two  part  time  guidance  people  and  a  consulting  phychologist.  The 
district  participated  in  the  Gordon  and  Salem  College  teacher-training  programs.  Several  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  were  engaged  in  post-graduate  study.  All  were  involved  in  regularly  scheduled 
workshops  and  curriculum  studies.  One  teacher  attended  a  workshop  on  the  continuous  pro- 
gress program.  Eleven  teachers  are  new  to  Ipswich.  Three  custodians,  a  nurse,  four  lunchroom 
aides,  seven  cafeteria  workers  and  a  secretary  constitute  the  supporting  staff. 
PUPIL  PERSONNEL 

The  Lee  Clark  Readiness  Test  is  administered  to  all  pupils  entering  the  first  grade.  Tests  of 
mental  maturity  are  given  to  all  students  in  grades  three  and  five.  Individual  tests  are  admin- 
istered when  necessary.  Achievement  tests  in  the  basic  skills  are  given  to  each  grade  in  the  spring 
of  each  year.  Diagnostic  tests  in  reading  and  math  are  administered  as  needed. 

Visual,  auditory  and  dental  examinations  are  given  during  the  year  to  all  students.  The 
nurse  keeps  a  health  record  for  each  child. 
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BURLEY  -  DOYON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 
WILLIAM  E.  WAITT,  JR.,  PRINCIPAL 

The  year  1967  has  been  most  challenging  from  beginning  to  end  with  many  unusual  and  exciting 
events.  In  January,  planning  for  the  new  wing  of  twelve  rooms,  a  library  and  additional  spaces 
began.  Approval  of  two  Federally  supported  projects  was  received,  to  improve  teaching  in  the 
areas  of  art  and  science.  By  midyear  the  school's  name  had  been  changed  to  the  Paul  F.  Doyon 
Memorial  School  in  honor  of  Ipswich's  first  Vietnam  casualty,  Lance  Corporal  Paul  F.  Doyon, 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Francis  Doyon  of  Linebrook  Road.  Grade  Six  returned  to  the  elementary 
school  organization.  The  beginning  of  a  limited  kindergarten  program  and  the  purchase  of 
considerable  new  materials  for  our  library  was  made  under  a  sizeable  grant  under  Tide  I  and 
II  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Art.  September  found  the  Doyon  School  on 
double  session  awaiting  the  completion  of  the  new  wing. 

Organization    -    During  1967,  the  children  of  District  Two  were  housed  in  the  eight  classrooms 
of  the  Burley  School,  the  ten  classrooms  of  the  Doyon  School,  with  the  kindergarten  housed  in 
the  cafeteria,    and   one   classroom   temporarily   housed  in  the  reading  room  of  the  Winthrop 
School. 

Burley   School   housed  two  classrooms  each  of  grades  one,  two  and  three  plus  one  trainable 
Special  Class,  and  one  educable  Special  Class. 

The  Doyon  School  housed  five  hundred  and  thirty-five  students  in  grades  one  through  six,  with 
two  sections  of  grades  four,  six  and  kindergarten,  one  intermediate  Special  Class  and  one  class 
for  children  with  learning  problems. 

Curriculum    -  No  major  changes  were  made  in  curriculum  but  work  was  continued  in  develop- 
ing the  English  and  Science  programs. 

The  new  primary  Social  Studies  program  was  extended  to  grade  three  and  continued  in  grades 
one  and  two. 

The  use  of  the  programmed  reading  materials  was  widened  to  include  all  first  grade  in  the 
district. 

Boys  and  girls  were  scheduled  separately  for  physical  education  in  grades  five  and  six. 

Teaching  Personnel     -     Elementary  District  two  employs  thirty  classroom  teachers  and  nine 
specialists  in  Art,  Music,  Physical  Education,  French,  Remedial  Reading,  Guidance  and  Speech 
Therapy. 

Special  -  The  town  can  be  proud  of  the  accomplishments  and  dedication  of  the  teaching  staff 
and  service  staff  of  this  school  district  in  overcoming  the  many  problems  occasioned  by  planning 
for  and  occupying  a  new  building  during  the  school  year.

The  town  also  can  take  pride  in  the  completion  of  the  Paul  F.  Doyon  Memorial  School,  which 
is    probably   the  most  modern  and  completely  equipped  elementary  school  in  Essex  County. 


DIRECTOR  OF  GUIDANCE 
JOSEPH  J.  BATTAGLIO,  GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR 


ORGANIZATION 


High  School  -  Guidance  personnel  remained  fixed  at  three,  including  two  full  time  counselors 
and  the  director  of  guidance.  Since  the  director  has  system-wide  responsibilities,  his  counseling 
time  for  high  school  students  is  limited.  The  counselor  -  pupil  ratio,  nevertheless,  falls  well 
within  the  recommended  ratio  under  the  state  plan. 

Counselors  continue  to  follow  their  classes  throughout  high  school.  Since  initiating  this  system 
two  years  ago,  counselors  have  come  to  know  their  classes  better  with  the  result  that  student  - 
counselor   relationships    are  more  meaningful.  Students  increasingly  assume  the  initiative  in 
scheduling  conferences  with  counselors  they  have  come  to  know  well. 

The  High  School  program  in  addition  to  individual  counseling  with  pupils,  concerns  itself  with 
the  following: 

1.  Pupil  programming  -  Each  pupil  is  individually -programmed  for  appropriate  courses 
of  study  and  class  levels  according  to  ability  and  achievement  to  date. 

2.  College  placement  -  The  guidance  department  acts  as  liaison  between  college  and  school 
admissions  officers  and  high  school  students  who  are  applying  for  admission.  Counselors 
insure  that  all  information  pertinent  to  admissions  decisions  are  received  by  colleges, 
and   that   up  to  date  requirements  and  policies  of  the  colleges  are  known  to  applying 
students. 

College  planning  begins  with  conferences  early  in  the  freshman  year  and  culminates 
in  the  sending  of  school  records,  test  scores  and  summary  appraisals  and  recommend- 
ations to  selected  colleges  for  each  applying  student  in  the  senior  year. 

3.  School  Conferences    -    Representatives  from  colleges,  schools,  industry  and  the  services 
are  scheduled  for  small  group  conferences  with  interested  students. 

4.  Testing  -  Counselors  administer  group  tests  (see  standardized  tests)  and  individual  tests 
as  needed.  Test  results  are  interpreted  to  each  student  and  to  teachers,  and  are  filed  in 
guidance  cumulative  folders. 

5.  Consultation  with  Parents  -  Counselors  consult  with  parents  of  needy  or  problem  students 
and  are  available  for  meetings  with  any  parents  on  request. 

6.  The  Work-Study  Program  -  Selected  pupils  are  offered  the  opportunity  for  a  meaningful 
work  experience  during  school  time  for  which  they  are  given  school  credit.  This  program 
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is  administered  and  supervised  by  guidance  personnel. 

7.  The  Guidance  Library  -  Materials  for  student  use  are  regularly  updated  and  revised. 
These  include  college  catalogs  and  brochures,  the  file  on  occupations,  information  on 
careers  and  the  armed  forces,  and  audio-visual  programs. 

8.  Follow-up  Studies  -  Graduated  classes  are  contacted  in  regularly  scheduled  surveys  for 
school  evaluation  purposes  and  program  revision. 

9.  Professional  Conferences  -  Guidance  personnel  throughout  the  year  attend  conferences 
with  college  admissions  offieers,  personnel  officers  in  industry,  and  various  school  and 
hospital  officials  to  keep  abreast  of  new  developments. 

10.  Guidance  Cumulative  Records  -  Individual  folders  are  maintained  for  each  pupil  with 
information  accumulated  over  the  school  history  of  each  child.  Each  file  contains  bio- 
graphical, academic  and  test  information. 

11.  Placement  -  Students  seeking  part  of  full  time  employment  are  assisted  in  finding  places 
with  employers  in  and  out  of  the  community. 

Junior  High  -  There  have  been  no  personnel  changes  this  year.  Two  counselors  continue  to 
implement  the  program,  while  working  with  groups  of  students  in  reading  and  special  learning 
situations. 

Counselors  meet  with  all  students  primarily  to  assist  in  formulating  higher  education  and  career 
plans,  but  additionally  to  help  youngsters  with  handicaps  to  learning.  The  latter  is  preventive 
counseling  which  in  the  case  of  potential  drop-outs,  reading  problems,  and  disciplinary  cases, 
attempts  to  reduce  frustrations  and  help  youngsters  make  effective  use  of  their  abilities. 

Junior  High  School  counselors  conduct  orientation  programs  for  new  students,  consult  with 
parents  and  teachers  about  students,  assist  in  programming  each  student  for  appropriate  courses, 
administer  and  interpret  tests  to  students,  parents  and  teachers,  maintain  guidance  records, 
and  conduct  field  trips  to  vocational  and  private  schools  and  to  industries  for  interested  students. 

Elementary  School  -  The  elementary  guidance  program,  initiated  last  year,  was  strengthened 
with  the  addition  of  new  personnel  this  year. 

More  than  counselors  at  upper  educational  levels,  elementary  counselors  work  with  youngsters 
on  a  referral  basis.  A  good  part  of  the  early  school  year  is  spent  in  individually  testing  and 
counseling  pupils  who  are  referred  by  teachers,  principals  and  health  personnel  for  a  variety 
of  reasons.  Parent  consultations  are  much  more  prevalent  at  this  level  also. 

The  case  for  early  identification  of  the  gifted  and  slow  learner,  of  the  potential  underachiever 
and  drop-out,  and  the  potential  disciplinary  problem  is  stronger  in  the  elementary  grades. 
Counselors  systematically  gather  information  about  each  pupil  and  in  counseling,  help  them 
to  grow  in  self  understanding.  Parents  are  encouraged  to  understand  the  developmental  needs 
of  their  children;  and  teachers  are  apprised  of  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  children  they 
teach.

PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

The  services  of  all  school  specialists  who  work  with  individual  pupils  were  coordinated  by  the 
director  of  guidance.  Monthly  meetings  were  attended  by  all  guidance  counselors,  the  consultant 
psychologist  for  Ipswich  Schools,  school  social  workers,  school  principals,  the  supervisor  of 
elementary  education,  the  school  doctor  and  nurses,  the  teachers  of  special  classes  for  the  retarded 
and  for  the  emotionally  disturbed,  and  the  attendance  officers. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  problem  cases,  the  Pupil  Personnel  team  this  year  assumed  its  role 
as  screening  committee  for  cases  to  be  evaluated  for  psychological  referral. 

To  implement  the  program  for  the  education  of  emotionally  disturbed  children  in  Ipswich,  which 
was    approved   by   the  school  department  last  year,  the  services  of  a  consultant  psychologist 
and  a  social  worker  -  counselor  were  engaged.  Two  classes  were  formed  for  this  purpose,  at 
the  elementary  and  junior  high  levels,  and  qualified  personnel  were  hired  as  special  teachers. 

In  the  short  time  of  their  existence,  these  special  classes  have  reduced  the  burden  of  teachers  and 
administrators  who  were  struggling  with  disruptions  of  regular  classes  by  disturbed  youngsters, 
and  have  provided  a  measure  of  accomplishment  and  self-esteem  for  pupils  who  were  unable 
to  function  in  normal  classrooms. 

Since  the  inception  of  this  program,  new  legislation  has  been  passed  making  school  provision 
for  the  education  of  emotionally  disturbed  children  mandatory  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  Mass- 
achusetts. Ipswich  having  anticipated  this  need,  is  the  first  community  in  the  North  Shore  Area 
to  implement  a  program  of  this  type. 
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DIRECTOR  OF  ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 
MARY  M    EVANS,  DIRECTOR 

Many  of  the  changes  in  curriculum  and  organization  initiated  in  1966  were  continued  and 
further  developed  in  1967.  The  corrective  reading  program  was  expanded  through  the  addition 
of  one  reading  teacher  to  include  all  elementary  schools  and  some  children  from  St.  Stanislaus 
School.  Methods  of  teaching  children  with  perceptual-motor  disabilities  were  introduced.  Some 
first  grades  were  involved  in  a  pilot  program  in  Programmed  Reading  and  this  program  was 
extended  to  all  first  grades  in  District  2.  The  new  curriculum  in  the  Social  Studies  was  extended 
to  grade  three.  Additional  texts  and  materials  obtained  under  Title  III  of  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act  have  greatly  expanded  the  science  curriculum  in  all  grades  and  schools. 

Administrative  changes  in  March  somewhat  curtailed  in-service  programs.  However,  we  con- 
tinued to  work  on  a  plan  for  further  non-grading  of  the  elementary  school.  The  School  Com- 
mittee approval  of  this  plan  was  enthusiastically  received  by  the  teaching  staff -and  the  continuous 
progress  plan  became  a  reality  at  the  Shatswell  School  in  September. 

A  small  pre-school  kindergarten  financed  by  federal  funds  and  a  remedial  program  in  math- 
ematics and  language  arts  were  conducted  during  the  summer.  These  programs  also  offered 
some  in-service  training  of  teachers  as  they  provided  opportunities  to  try  out  new  methods  and 
materials. 

Probably  the  biggest  step  forward  in  education  was  taken  when  the  School  Committee  voted  to 
supplement  funds  provided  under  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Act  of  1965  by  sponsoring  a 
pilot  kindergarten  for  a  limited  number  of  pupils  and  authorized  the  addition  of  two  rooms  at 
the  Doyon  School  to  house  these  kindergartens.  In  lieu  of  kindergarten  and  as  an  adjunct  to 
the  continuous  progress  plan  at  Shatswell  School,  funds  were  provided  for  a  transition  class  for 
those  children  who  were  not  ready  for  a  full  first  grade  program.  Approval  was  also  given  for 
a  cooperating  study  with  Lesley  College  in  the  area  of  early  identification  of  learning  disabilities. 
Full  implementation  of  the  kindergarten  program  has  been  voted  for  September  1968. 

Ipswich    teachers    have   cooperated  in  student-teacher  training  with  Salem  State  College  and 
Gordon  College.   This  is  a  professional  service  which  benefits  both  the  student  and  the  school 
system  and  frequently  gives  us  an  inside  track  on  teacher  recruitment. 

The  increase  in  the  amount  of  knowledge  and  the  research  of  the  behavioral  scientists  are,  among 
other  factors,  making  a  tremendous  impact  on  education  at  all  levels. 

Change  in  educational  methods  and  materials  has  been  a  long  time  in  reaching  the  classroom; 
but,  it  has  arrived.  The  young  people  whom  we  teach  now  will  live  the  greater  part  of  their  pro- 
ductive lives  in  the  twenty-first  century.  It  is,  therefore,  incumbent  on  all  who  are  concerned  with 
their  education  to  provide  not  only  for  the  here-and-now  but  also  for  the  future.

The  Ipswich  Housing  Authority,  organized  in  1947,  supervises  three  housing  developments 
in  the  Town  of  Ipswich  -  Title  V(Barracks)  Veteran's  Project  200-1  and  Housing  for  the  Elderly, 
Project  667-1. 

Title  V 

The  five  buildings  comprising  the  Title  V  developments  were  old  Army  barracks  brought  here 
by  the  Federal  Government  and  set  up  in  1946.  In  1950  the  Government  relinquished  all  in- 
terests and  rights  of  the  barracks  to  the  Ipswich  Housing  Authority,  as  agents  for  the  Town  of 
Ipswich.  Since  that  time  the  Authority  has  turned  over  to  the  Town,  in  lieu  of  Taxes,  over  $38,- 
000.00.  These  buildings  have  been  in  continual  use  for  a  period  of  21  years,  16  years  past 
their  estimated  time  of  usefulness,  as  estimated  by  the  U.S.  Government.  At  present  the  buildings 
are  in  very  poor  condition  and  to  bring  them  up  to  standard,  the  cost  would  be  prohibitive. 
Therefore  the  Authority  has  voted  to  phase  these  buildings  out  and  have  them  demolished  by 
the  end  of  1968. 

200-1  Veteran's  Housing 

This  project  is  made  up  of  seven  buildings,  comprising  twenty-four  apartments,  divided  into  two 
and  three  bedroom  units.  Each  apartment  has  its  own  gas  furnace,  hot  water  heater  and  gas 
stove.  The  Authority  pays  for  the  water  and  the  tenants  pay  all  other  utilities.  The  average 
shelter  rent  is  $60.34  per  month.  Rent  being  based  on  number  of  dependents  and  gross  income 
per  family.  Entrance  admission  and  continued  occupancy  limits  are:  families  with  two  minor 
dependents  $4800.00  to  $5200.00  and  families  with  three  or  more  dependents  $5500.00  to 
$5900.00.  Redecorating  of  apartments  is  done  by  the  tenant,  with  the  Authority  supplying  the 
required  amount  of  paint  and  material.  Most  all  of  the  apartments  are  being  painted  every  two 
or  three  years,  thereby  keeping  them  in  excellent  condition. 

667-1  Housing  for  the  Elderly 

The  present  housing  consists  of  twenty  apartments  with  a  monthly  rent  of  $47.00  which  includes 
gas  utilities  (cost  of  cooking,  heating  and  hot  water).  Tenants  pay  for  their  own  individual 
electricity.  This  development  was  opened  for  occupancy  in  May  1957.  It  consists  of  three  one- 
story  buildings  of  brick  veneer  construction  and  colonial  architecture.  Each  unit  has  a  living 
room,    kitchen,    bedroom    and  bath  and   is  equipped  with  gas  range  and  electric  refrigerator. 

The  grounds  are  being  maintained  by  the  Authority.  Grass  and  shrubs  are  trimmed  in  the 
summer.  Some  of  the  tenants  have  small  flower  gardens  which  they  choose  to  maintain  them- 
selves. In  the  winter  the  Authority  sees  that  snow  is  removed,  so  that  the  tenants  can  have  passage 
to  their  apartments.  In  this  project  the  Authority  maintains  a  low  overhead,  thereby  keeping  the 
rent  to  a  minimum. 
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This  year  the  Authority,  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Development, 
Division  of  Housing,  has  planned  and  has  under  construction,  forty-two  all  electric  units  and  a 
community  building  on  Caroline  Avenue  (off  Broadway  Avenue).  This  site  was  chosen  because 
of  the  convenience  to  shopping,  churches,  etc.  The  distance  being  less  than  one-half  mile  to  the 
Post  Office.  These  units  are  especially  designed  for  comfort,  convenience  and  safety.  These  homes 
which  include  kitchen,  bedroom,  living  room  and  bath  will  be  provided  at  a  moderate  monthly 
rental.  The  Authority  expects  these  units  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  no  later  than  October  1,  1968. 
Your  Authority  is  striving  to  develop  adequate  housing,  of  which  the  elderly  of  low  fixed  income 
can  live.  Even  with  the  forty-two  new  units  which  are  being  built,  the  need  for  additional  housing 
in  the  Town  of  Ipswich  remains  acute.  There  are  over  120  applications  for  the  forty-two  new 
units.  Therefore  your  Authority,  this  year  has  an  article  in  the  Annual  Town  Warrant  requesting 
permission  for  additional  units.  This  type  of  housing  is  an  asset  to  the  town  and  at  no  cost  to  the 
town.  The  Authority  borrows  money  which  is  backed  by  the  State.  Annually,  principal  and 
interest  is  paid  back  on  the  bonds,  this  of  course,  is  part  of  the  rent  that  tenants  pay. 

The  Authority  to  function  properly  must  run  these  projects  on  a  business  like  basis.  Contingencies 
are  taken  care  of  by  the  amount  of  accumulated  profit  shown.

During  1967,  the  Planning  Board  held  regular  meetings  on  alternate  Tuesdays  throughout  the 
year.  Mr.  William  H.  Davis  III  was  appointed  to  replace  Mr.  Edward  Sklarz. 

Duly  advertised  public  hearings  were  held  in  February  relative  to  the  proposed  amendments 
to  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  various  changes  in  the  Zoning  Map.  Articles  presented  at  the  annual 
town  meeting  in  1967  resulted  in  the  approval  of  changes  suggested  in  an  area  of  Route  1, 
Newburyport  Turnpike,  to  L.  I.  (Limited  Industrial)  and  the  extension  of  H.  B.  (Highway 
Business)  on  County  Road.  The  changes  suggested  for  Town  Farm  Road  and  the  proposed 
amendments  to  the  text  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  were  indefinitely  postponed. 

At  the  special  town  meeting  held  on  June  19,  1967,  the  Planning  Board  again  presented  the 
amendments  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  they  were  subsequently  approved.  However,  this  approval 
was  negated  by  Mr.  Carter  Lee  of  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General,  due  to  a  technicality  in  the 
registering  of  the  numerical  vote.  The*  proposed  amendments  to  the  Zoning-By  shall  be  re-ad- 
vertised, public  hearings  held,  and  presented  again  to  the  voters  for  their  approval  at  the  annual 
town  meeting  in  1968. 

The  Planning  Board  working  in  close  cooperation  with  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  appeared 
before  and  made  recommendations  to  that  body  relative  to  variances  and  special  exceptions 
under  the  Zoning  By-Law. 
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As  in  the  past,  the  members  of  the  Board  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  checking  sub-divisions 
in  various  stages  of  progress,  and  reviewing  sub-division  plans.  In  addition,  many  plans  were 
reviewed  and  certified  as  not  requiring  Planning  Board  approval  under  the  Sub-division  Con- 
trol Law. 

The  Board,  constantly  aware  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  community,  and  the  tremendous  cost 
of  capital  improvements  in  the  near  future,  (i.e.,  sewer  and  water  extensions,  and  the  need  for 
storage  and  pumping  facilities  which  are  a  part  of  such  improvements)  as  well  as  the  acquisition 
of  lands  for  our  expanding  school  system;  conducted  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Town  Manager, 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Conservation  Commission,  School  Committee,  School  Building  Needs 
Committee,  Finance  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Assessors,  in  order  to  evaluate  available  areas 
and  needs.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting  a  Planning  Coordinating  Committee,  headed  by  the  Town 
Manager,  was  formed  to  study  and  make  recommendations  to  the  town  regarding  these  necessary 
acquisitions. 

The  Planning  Board  is  confident  with  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  town  officials  and  citizens 
of  the  community  that  it  will  continue  to  further  promote  and  control  an  orderly  and  equitable 
development  program  for  the  present  and  future  needs  of  Ipswich.

In  1967  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  held  twelve  (12)  hearing  on  requests  for  variances  or 
special  exceptions  from  the  zoning  by-law. 

Seven  hearings  were  held  for  variances.  Four  of  these  were  granted  and  three  were  denied.  These 
requests  that  were  denied  did  not,  in  the  view  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  meet  the  three  standards 
necessary  for  the  granting  of  a  variance.  All  five  requests  for  special  exceptions  were  granted. 
Three  of  these  were  for  the  construction  of  apartment  houses. 

The  Zoning  By-Law  is  established  to  protect  the  general  public  and  property  owners.  The  Board 
of  Appeals  exists  to  protect  the  individual  where  the  conditions  of  the  By-Law  may  create  a  hard- 
ship, financial  or  otherwise. 

In  all  cases,  before  making  its  decision,  the  Board  must  determine  the  hardship  involved,  must 
satisfy  itself  that  the  granting  of  the  request  would  not  be  detrimental  to  the  public  good,  nor 
would  it  derogate  from  the  general  intent  and  purpose  of  the  By-Law.

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PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Harry  Sagris,  Librarian 

As  we  approach  our  100th  year  of  continuous  service  we  offer  the  following  statistics,  and  facts. 

The  year  1967  was  observed  with  116,344  books  having  been  circulated  by  our  library.  This 
is  an  increase  of  10,000  volumes  over  last  year. 

Our  attendance  record  shows  a  total  of  40,694  people,  an  increase  of  2,000  over  1966. 

We  registered  516  new  readers  during  the  year  1967,  and  our  current  number  of  registered 
borrowers  total  3,646  or  about  44%  of  the  total  population,  and  we  rank  quite  high  in  com- 
parison to  the  Commonwealth  as  a  whole. 

With  the  new  year  the  library  takes  a  new  look  upon  library  service.  It  is  no  longer  possible 
for  libraries  to  function  as  book  dispensing  organizations.  They  must  take  the  initiative  and  the 
leadership  to  bring  social,  academic,  and  cultural  programs  to  the  community.  We  must  make 
these  services  available  to  all  and  on  the  level  best  suited  to  the  community.  Included  in  the 
programs  must  be  art  exhibits,  adult  education,  the  classics,  literature  programs  and  recreational 
programs.  To  offer  such  a  program  is  not  easy  and  surely  there  are  problems  that  must  be 
overcome  both  financial  and  physical,  but  our  motto  shall  be  "  we  shall  try " . 

The  library  has  begun  to  fulfill  many  of  the  objectives  of  library  service  as  determined  by  modern 
standards.  We  offer  an  art  exhibit  which  changes  monthly,  and  we  have  exhibited  many  of  the 
local  art  works.  We  have  in  progress  an  Adult  Education  program  through  the  use  of  films, 
speakers,  and  discussion  groups.  We  have  instituted  special  collections  of  books  such  as  parent, 
businessmen,  adult  education  collections  and  "have  plans  for  more  in  the  future.  We  have  forty 
youngsters  attending  our  pre-school  story  hours  and  through  the  use  of  volunteer  story  tellers, 
we  have  organized  a  successful  program.  We  offer  the  physical  facilities  of  the  library  to  our 
civic  and  social  groups,  and  welcome  programs  presented  by  these  groups.  We  have  made 
available  to  our  adult  readers  a  reading  room  which  is  comfortable  and  pleasant,  affording  a 
quiet  place  to  read. 

We  offer  inter-library  loan  service  to  our  community  which  enables  us  to  bring  to  our  readers  any 
book  that  is  not  found  in  our  collection  within  a  few  days.  Through  this  same  system  we  offer 
the  use  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  to  our  borrowers,  simply  by  showing  their  library  card, 
with  no  additional  cost.  We  offer  direct  reference  service  to  our  community  from  the  Boston 
Public  Library,  and  our  own  reference  service  continues  to  grow. 

We  have  an  inter-library  loan  service  with  the  Public  and  Parochial  School  systems  of  our 
community  and  an  interchange  of  materials  takes  place  in  these  areas. 

Service  is  the  by-word  of  the  modern  library,  which  is  an  integral  part  of  the  community,  a 
vibrant  and  dynamic  institution,  and  we  are  determined  to  make  it  so.  Visit  your  library  today!!!

After  failing  to  obtain  a  federal  interest  free  loan  for  the  completion  of  a  water  feasibility  study 
for  the  town,  the  Commission  requested  the  Selectmen  to  insert  the  article  in  the  1967  town 
meeting  warrant  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  funds.  This  was  approved,  and  Camp,  Dresser  & 
McKee  has  completed  the  study.  A  copy  of  the  report  is  on  file  in  the  Ipswich  Public  Library. 

The  original  offer  to  the  Commission  on  the  land  in  the  Dow  Basin  Area  was  withdrawn.  Neg- 
otiations are  continuing  in  the  hope  that  the  Commission  and  the  owners  may  reach  an  agree- 
ment acceptable  to  the  town  for  the  purchase  of  this  land.  The  town  will  need  to  use  the  Dow 
Brook  water  and  therefore  will  need  to  protect  it,  from  pollution  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  Commission  filed  an  application  with  the  County  Commissioners  in  late  1966  for  a  natural 
resource  inventory  for  the  town.  Work  has  continued  on  this  with  representatives  from  both 
state  and  federal  agencies.  This  report  is  now  being  printed  and  should  be  available  for  use  by 
the  Commisssion  by  the  first  of  March.  This  will  give  the  Commission  a  master  plan  to  work 
with  during  the  coming  years  for  the  best  development  and  utilization  of  our  natural  resources. 

A  meeting  was  held  early  in  the  spring  with  Selectman  John  Bialek,  Ipswich's  representative  on 
the  Ipswich  River  Watershed  Commission.  He  gave  us  detailed  information  on  the  Commission's 
work  up  to  that  time  and  what  they  expected  to  do  in  the  future.  The  Ipswich  River  Watershed 
Commission  will  eventually  control  the  water  to  be  taken  from  the  river.  Representative  John 
Dolan  attended  the  same  meeting  to  discuss  past,  present  and  future  legislation  that  will  affect 
Ipswich  and  the  river.  The  Commission  also  met  with  the  Water  Department  Manager  Kevin 
McElhinney  to  discuss  water  resource  problems  and  related  subjects. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  opposed  some  legislation  this  year  and  has  supported 
several  bills  at  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  level  including  the  Inland  Wetlands  Bill  that  died 
in  committee. 

The  Commission  continued  the  wildlife  plantings  on  Arbor  Day  with  the  help  of  Tree  Warden 
Armand  Michaud  and  his  men.  Four  Korean  Dogwood  were  planted  at  the  Doyon  Memorial 
School  on  Linebrook  Road  on  Arbor  Day  with  student  participation.  Four  more  Korean  Dog- 
woods were  planted  in  front  of  the  tennis  courts  near  High  Street  at  the  high  school.  The  Korean 
Dogwood  blossoms  each  year  and  produces  an  abundance  of  fruit  for  wildlife.  The  Commission 
also  purchased  500  White  Pine  Trees  that  were  planted  at  the  pumping  station  on  High  Street 
as  part  of  a  reforestation  program. 

The  Commission  has  acted  upon  various  requests  for  filling  and  dredging  of  wetlands  in  the 
town. 

This  coming  year  the  Commission  expects  to  be  purchasing  land  for  future  water  needs.  The 
land  will  also  be  available  for  hunting,  fishing,  birding,  swimming  and  other  recreational  uses 
related  to  conservation.  The  Commission  will  also  be  working  with  the  natural  resource  inventory 
laying  out  an  overall  conservation  plan  for  the  town  with  other  town  officials  and  departments.

The  Industrial  Development  Commission  was  reactivated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  early  in 
April  of  1967.  After  a  number  of  exploratory  meetings  to  determine  the  objectives,  policy,  and 
long  range  plans  of  the  commission,  it  was  decided  that  the  best  course  of  action  in  the  com- 
mission's initial  phase  of  operation  is  to  assess  the  community  and  the  potentials  of  the  com- 
mission. Therefore,  as  its  first  year's  objective  the  commission  adopted  the  following  policy: 
to  become  acquainted  with  the  town's  economic  resources,  the  attitudes  of  the  people,  and  the 
means  by  which  the  commission  could  promote  sound  economic  development. 

While  the  development  of  a  long  range  program  was  in  the  offering,  it  was  clearly  recognized 
that  situations  affecting  the  economic  well-being  of  the  town  were  constandy  in  force.  Therefore, 
current  development  possibilities  were  fully  explored. 

During  the  past  year  meetings  were  held  with  representatives  of  five  different  businesses  which 
had  expressed  an  interest  in  relocating  their  existing  operations  in  Ipswich.  While  each  of  the 
prospective  firms  showed  a  genuine  interest  in  the  Town  of  Ipswich,  all  agreed  that  there  were 
two  immediate  barriers  to  their  relocation:  First,  the  absence  of  a  suitably  developed  industrial 
area;  and  secondly,  poor  access  to  the  potential  sites. 

Meetings  were  held  between  members  of  the  commission  and  representatives  of  various  govern- 
mental agencies  to  determine  the  steps  to  be  followed  in  developing  an  industrial  park.  Nego- 
tiations with  the  government  agencies  are  still  in  effect.  The  members  of  the  commission  are 
currently  involved  with  discussions  with  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  and  privately  owned  passenger  carriers  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  improving  the  flow 
of  commuter  traffic,  and  to  improve  the  general  transportation  picture  in  the  town. 

The  most  ambitious  endeavor  of  the  commission  to  date  rests  in  the  undertaking  of  a  townwide 
survey  to  be  completed  in  early  1968.  The  purpose  of  the  survey  is  to  evaluate  the  assets  and 
liabilities  of  the  community.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  results  obtained  from  the  survey  will  serve 
as  an  integral  part  of  the  formulation  of  a  long  range  economic  plan.

During  the  past  year  the  Ipswich  Historical  Commission  held  regular  meetings  and  answered 
all  communications  directed  to  the  town  regarding  matters  of  historical  import.  We  have  also 
supplied  historical  backgrounds  of  houses  to  owners  upon  request. 

Action  by  the  Commission  was  necessarily  limited  since  the  Historic  District  By-Law,  which  was 
passed  by  the  town  at  a  special  town  meeting  on  June  19,  1967,  was  not  approved  by  the  office 
of  the  Attorney  General. 

During  the  summer  months,  the  Commission  assisted  the  Chamber  by  providing  an  itinerary 
for  an  historic  tour  of  the  town.  We  also  supplied  the  guides  at  the  Information  Booth  with 
materials  relative  to  the  historic  homes  and  sites  of  the  community  and  instructed  them  so  that 
they  could  furnish  accurate  information  to  visiting  tourists. 

The  Commission  has  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  need  for  efforts  on  a  larger  scale  to 
preserve  some  of  our  old  buildings  from  blight  and  demolition,  and  it  was  with  pleasure  that  we 
learned  that  there  was  a  Federal  program  that  might  be  of  assistance  to  us.  Accordingly,  on 
December  12,  1967  the  Commission  applied  for  accreditation  to  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  significant  architectural  features  in  the 
historic  structures  of  Ipswich.

The  adoption  by  the  voters,  at  the  spring  election  of  1967,  of  the  Town  Manager  Charter  (Chapter 
620  of  Mass.  Acts  of  1966)  represented  for  the  members  of  the  Government  Study  Committee 
a  successful  culmination  to  many  months  of  work.  Subsequently,  until  the  late  fall  of  1967,  the 
Committee  held  no  meetings.  In  October,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  requested  the  Committee  to 
undertake  a  study  of  election  procedures,  with  particular  reference  to  the  question  of  whether 
the  Town  should  adopt  either  a  mechanical  or  an  electronic  vote  processing  system. 

At  a  Committee  meeting  held  in  mid-November*  it  appeared  that  several  of  the  members  had 
resigned  after  the  1967  Town  Meeting.  The  remaining  members  then  decided  to  reorganize  on 
a  temporary  basis  and  to  request  the  Selectmen  to  make  new  appointments  to  fill  the  vacancies 
in  our  membership.  In  December,  in  response  to  this  request,  the  Selectmen  appointed  two  new 
members  to  the  Committee. 

Having  been  preoccupied  for  several  weeks  with  organizational  and  procedural  matters,  the 
Committee,  at  year-end,  has  no  substantial  progress  to  report  on  its  latest  assignment.

TOWN  MANAGER

4.  Orderly  and  continued  growth  and  development  of  environment  and  municipal 
services. 

NOW,  we  must  face  the  more  difficult  steps  of  assuring  its  growth  and  effectiveness.  Just  as  a 
mother  must  care  for  a  new  born  child,  no  effective  democratic  government  can  exist  without 
active  citizen  participation,  BROAD  CITIZEN  "PARTICIPATION! 

SECOND  STEP 

A  truly  representative  political  government  with  legitimate  and  effective  channels  of  advocacy 
and  protest  must  remain  open  and  must  be  used,  by  you  on  your  time;  your  television  time, 
and  your  bowling  time,  to  tell  us  what  you  want  and  what  you  do  not  want. 

THIRD  STEP 

As  town  officials,  we  must  participate  vigorously  in  the  search  for  new  and  expanded  solutions 
of  our  town's  social  and  financial  problems. 

We  must  listen  more  and  more  carefully  to  all  sections  of  the  community  so  that  we  can  know 
what  you  want  -  then  our  recommendations  can  truly  reflect  your  needs  and  aspirations. 

SUMMARY 

Until  municipal  officials  have  confidence  in  the  moral  justification  of  their  endeavors,  their 
efforts  to  plan  effectively  for  Ipswich  are  doomed  to  uncertainty,  disappointment  and  fatal  com- 
promise. I  say  to  you  that  the  wisdom  and  justification  of  joint  action  rests  on  solid  ground.

The  general  financial  records  of  the  Town  are  maintained  in  this  office,  as  well  as  the  accounts 
for  the  Electric,  Water,  and  Sewer  Departments.  Budget  control  reports  were  prepared  monthly 
for  all  department  heads  and  for  other  interested  persons.  Comparative  financial  reports  were 
prepared  monthly  for  the  Electric  and  Water  Departments.  The  Annual  Budget,  both  preliminary 
and  final,  were  prepared  and  distributed.  Reports  were  prepared  for  the  Federal  Government, 
Bureau  of  Accounts,  State  Tax  Commission,  Banks,  and  other  financial  institutions  showing 
the  complete  financial  transactions  of  the  Town.  The  Town's  cash  balance  was  verified  monthly 
with  the  Treasurer's  office.  All  bills  were  post  audited  before  release  for  payment. 

Detailed  financial  statements  for  the  Town  of  Ipswich  for  the  year  1967  are  set  forth  in  the 
colored  pages  in  the  back  portion  of  this  report.

The  amount  of  $395,500.00  was  paid  off  on  maturing  Debt.  A  record  of  new  Debt  bonded 
amounting  to  $180,000.00  was  set  up. 

Check  register  balances  were  reconciled  with  bank  statements.  Federal  and  state  income  tax 
statements  were  made  up  and  distributed.  A  record  of  trust  fund  transactions  was  maintained. 
A  schedule  of  receipts  was  rendered  to  the  Town  Accountant  monthly. 
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ASSESSING  DEPARTMENT

Assessments:  The  assessed  value  of  real  estate  and  personal  property  in  the  Town  of  Ipswich  for 
1967  was  $57,232,838.  This  represents  a  gain  of  $1,259,301  or  2.2%  over  1966.  The  bulk  of 
the  increase  is  realized  from  new  construction  and  we  hope  for  a  gain  over  this  sum  for  1968  as 
the  building  trade  seems  to  be  on  the  upswing. 

We  are  continuing  our  attempt  to  place  more  exempt  property  on  the  tax  list  as  we  must  raise 
every  dollar  we  can  to  combat  the  necessary  increase  of  operational  costs  in  practically  every 
department. 

This  office  committed  6,632  motor  vehicle  tax  bills  to  the  collector  for  $265,253.01,  an  increase 
of  204  accounts  and  a  gain  of  nearly  $11,000  over  1966.

ELECTRIC  DEPARTMENT 

Alfred  L.  Tobiasz  -  Manager 

A  new  contract  for  the  purchase  of  electric  power  from  the  New  England  Power  Company  was 
signed  in  December  1967,  which  resulted  in  a  3.7%  rate  reduction  and  made  retroactive  to 
September  1,  1967.  This  will  represent  an  approximate  savings  of  $4,000.00  on  our  annual 
purchase  power  bill  in  1968. 

The  installation  of  the  15  KV  feeder  circuit  from  the  intersection  of  Mile  Lane  and  Linebrook 
Road  to  Howe  Street  must  be  installed  in  1968.  This  is  necessary  to  supply  the  existing  power 
requirements  of  Pinefield  Development  and  the  proposed  machine  shop  near  the  Ipswich-Tops- 
field  town  line  on  Route  1 . 

Plans  and  specifications  will  be  prepared  for  the  installation  of  a  second  24  KV  transmission 
line  on  the  existing  right  of  way  from  the  Ipswich-Rowley  town  line  to  the  new  substation  #4 
and  the  substation  at  the  power  plant  will  be  expanded  to  provide  additional  and  firm  capacity 
which  will  be  needed  to  meet  the  demand  during  the. peak  load  in  1969. 

A  spacer  cable  circuit  designed  for  25  KV  operation  and  energized  at  15  KV  will  be  installed 
from  Mile  Lane  to  Pineswamp  Road.  This  feeder  will  be  used  as  a  distribution  circuit  until  1973 
after  which  it  will  be  converted  to  25  KV  operation  to  supply  a  proposed  substation. 
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Construction  Completed  in  1967 

1.  Underground  residential  distribution  wiring  including  streetlighting  was  installed  to 
seventeen  homes  on  Spiller's  Lane. 

2.  A  15  KV  spacer  cable  was  installed  from  the  corner  of  Central  and  Mineral  Streets  to 
the  Elm  Street  Substation. 

3.  New  distribution  power  and  lighting  panelboards  for  power  station  service  were  installed. 

4.  3-333  KVA  step  regulators  were  installed  at  substation  #4. 

5.  Wires  from  the  15  KV  circuit  were  extended  to  supply  power  to  the  High  Street  Shopping 
Center. 

6.  A  15  KV  underground  cable  was  installed  on  Middle  Road,  Little  Neck. 

7.  Fifty-one  poles,  thirty-eight  streetlighting  fixtures,  forty-seven  overhead  and  five  under- 
ground services,  4,200  feet  of  wire  and  1,556  KVA  of  transformer  capacity  were  added  to  the 
system. 

Maintenance 

Ninety-six  overhead  and  twelve  underground  services,  seventy-six  poles  and  32,623  feet  of  wire 
were  replaced  with  new  materials  and  one  hundred  and  ten  streetlighting  fixtures  were  replaced 
with  units  of  high  lumen  rating.

Construction  Proposed  in  1968 

1.  Replace  existing  4,160  volt  wires  on  Linebrook  Road  from  Mile  Lane  to  Route  1  with 
open  wires  designed  for  15  KV  operation  and  install  15  KV  spacer  cable  from  Route  1  at  Line- 
brook  Road  to  Ipswich-Topsfield  town  line. 

2.  Install  three  phase  15  KV  underground  distribution  cables,  transformer,  fire  alarm  and 
streetlighting   from   Broadway   Avenue   to   the  Federal  Housing  Project  on  Caroline  Avenue. 

3 .  Install  25  KV  cable  circuit  on  Linebrook  Road 

4.  Install  floodlights  to  illuminate  substation  #4  and  the  Power  Plant. 

5.  Install  a  120  volt  source  of  D.  C.  battery  power  at  the  Power  Station  to  be  used  for 
tripping  and  closing  operation  of  station  circuit  breakers. 

Generation 

A  diesel  driven  compressor  was  installed  to  provide  an  auxiliary  means  of  supplying  compressed 
air  to  start  the  diesel  engines  in  the  event  of  electric  power  failure.    ' 

A  heater  was  installed  in  the  lubricating  oil  tank  to  maintain  a  constant  temperature. 

A  domestic  electric  water  tank  was  installed.  Approximately  ninety  per  cent  of  the  scheduled 
maintenance  was  carried  out  by  the  station  personnel  and  all  units  are  in  good  operating  con- 
dition.

CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

Walter  H.  Hulbert,  Jr.,  Superintendent  Gordon  C.  Player

The  death  rate  in  1967  was  high  resulting  in  105  interments  including  five  cremations  and  six 
infants,  against  88  in  1966. 

Three  8  grave,  three  4  grave  and  7  singles  were  sold  with  perpetual  care.  Eighteen  4  grave  and 
three  2  grave  lots  were  awarded  by  the  American  Legion,  with  no  revenue  received  for  the  care 
of  these  lots.  Converted  from  annual  care  to  perpetual  care  3  eight  grave  and  1  four  grave  lots. 

Two  diseased  trees  were  removed  by  the  forestry  department,  with  five  replacements  furnished 
by  the  Cemetery  and  planted  by  Forestry. 

Three  thousand  one  hundred  sixty-eight  running  feet  of  avenues  were  hot  topped,  using  three 
hundred  tons  of  binder  and  finish.  This  completed  the  Cowles  Memorial  Cemetery  and  a  section 
of  Highland.  Eleven  tons  of  patch  was  used  to  repair  remaining  avenues. 

The  undeveloped  section  of  the  Linebrook  Cemetery  was  rotovated  and  seeded  with  winter  rye. 
Further  work  in  the  area  will  be  done  in  the  future  on  our  long  range  program. 

The  area  between  the  Cowles  Memorial  and  Legion  was  rough  graded  with  fill  and  topped  with 
loam.  Finish  grade  and  seeding  will  be  completed  in  1968. 

The  area  on  the  right  of  the  Highland  Cemetery  entrance  was  rough  graded  with  fill  and  topped 
with  loam.  Finish  grade  and  seeding  will  be  completed  in  1968. 

Five  hundred  yards  of  loam,  one  ton  of  limestone  and  ten  bags  of  Scotts  Ten  Thousand  Sq.  Turf 
Builder,  was  purchased  for  use  in  the  above  projects. 

Eight  rotary  mowers  were  bought  for  additional  equipment  and  replacements.  These  were  21" 
mowers,  for  close  work  where  the  larger  mowers  are  unable  to  go. 

During  the  winter  months,  the  avenues  were  plowed  with  the  cemetery  jeep,  which  is  also  used 
day  and  night  during  heavy  snow  storms  to  assist  the  highway  department,  in  clearing  of  roads 
and  parkings  spaces. 
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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Woodrow  Hills,  Superintendent 

Summer  Maintenance: 

Catch  basins  were  cleaned  by  an  outside  contractor  with  one  man  from  the  highway  department 
as  a  helper.  Roadside  mowing  was  turned  over  to  the  park  department  this  year.  Painting  of 
center  lines  and  parking  spaces  in  the  municipal  parking  lot  were  done  by  contract  and  curbs 
and  crosswalks  were  done  by  the  department. 

The  remaining  gravel  roads  were  regularly  scraped  and  graded.  The  new  sweeper  was  in 
operation  for  about  500  hours. 

Twenty  streets  or  parts  of  streets  were  resurfaced  with  asphalt  with  a  combination  of  highway 
summer  maintenance  funds  and  with  funds  from  special  appropriations.  Several  other  streets 
and  sections  of  streets  were  hot  topped.  These  were  mostly  streets  where  sewerage  had  been  put 
in. 

The    Town   Farm   Road  and  the  Old  Right  Road  were  graveled  and  a  drain  put  in  on  North 

Ridge  Road. 

Winter  Maintenance: 

A    total    of  360    tons  of  salt  and  2,262  tons  of  sand  were  used  in  snow  removal  work.  About 

35  sand  barrels  were  placed  in  different  parts  of  town  and  regularly  filled. 

In  addition  to  the  municipal  plows  and  trucks,  hired  plows  worked  196  hours,  hired  trucks 
84  hours  and  a  hired  dozer  46  hours. 

As  usual  men  and  trucks  from  the  forestry,  cemetery,  water  and  recreation  departments  helped 
the  highway  department  in  snow  and  ice  control. 

A  new  storage  shed  for  salt  was  built  in  the  town  garage  yard. 

Special  Appropriations: 

With  Chapter  90  Maintenance  funds  a  section  of  Argilla  Road  and  Lakemans  Lane  were  re- 
urfaced  with  stone  and  asphalt.  Part  of  Mill  Road  was  hot  topped. 

Five  other  streets  were  oiled  with  funds  from  special  appropriations.  New  hot  top  sidewalks  were 
built  on  Central  Street  and  on  High  Street.  New  cement  sidewalks  constructed  at  the  Methodist 
Church,  the  library  and  the  corner  of  Central  and  Mineral  Streets. 

Guard  rails  were  repaired  at  the  Kimball  Street  brook,  North  Ridge  Road  and  Newbury  Road. 
Drains  were  put  in  on  Appleton  Park,  Central  Street  and  Linebrook  Road. 

New  Equipment 

A    Chevrolet  dump  truck,   a  Mobile  sweeper,  a  sand,  stone  and  asphalt  spreader,  and  a  sign 

making  machine  were  purchased.

During  1967,  there  were  ninety-one  (91)  connections  made  to  the  Town  Sewer  System  bringing 
a  total  of  connections  to  429.  In  addition  to  this  there  are  forty-one  (41)  connections  available 
for  a  period  longer  than  one  year  which  have  not  as  yet  tied  in. 


There  are  also   142  connections  available  from   1966  sewer  construction  and  160  from  1967 
sewer  construction. 


In  the  last  year,  there  were  71,862,000  gallons  of  sewage  treated;  this  is  an  increase  of  26,720,- 
000  over  1966.  Most  of  this  increase  can  be  attributed  to  the  connection  of  the  Sylvania  Electric 
Plant  during  the  latter  part  of  1966. 


In  addition,  permanent  personnel  maintains  the  Sewerage  Pumping  Station  and  Treatment 
Plant,  performs  inspections  of  sewer  connections  and  sewer  tie-ins  and  maintains  records  of 
the  tie-ins. 
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RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

James  H.  Daly,  Director 

The  year  1967  was  one  of  continuing  progress  during  which  attendances  at  all  programs  showed 
marked  increases.  New  ideas  and  new  programs  were  introduced  at  the  seven  staffed  summer 
playgrounds.  For  the  first  time,  playground  instructors  attended  a  two  day  playground  Institute 
at  the  North  Shore  Community  College  that  greatly  increased  their  efficiency  at  the  local  play- 
grounds. 

The  summer  swim  instruction  program  that  was  shifted  from  the  chilly  and  choppy  waters  of 
Crane's  Beach  to  the  warmer  waters  of  Hood's  Pond  doubled  its  size  from  200  to  400.  Further 
increases  are  anticipated  next  summer. 

The  many  special  events  of  the  summer  playground  season  again  proved  most  popular  including 
the  first  visit  of  the  Zoomobile,  the  Children's  Theatre  plus  outings  to  the  North  Shore  Music 
theatre,  Fenway  Park,  Lincoln  Amusement  Park  and  others.  Most  will  be  repeated  again  this 
year  and  some  new  features  will  be  added. 

Recreation  in  Ipswich  is  year  round,  offering  programs  for  all  age  groups  from  toddlers  to 
Golden  Agers.  Special  week  long  programs  are  offered  during  school  vacation  periods.  The 
Golden  Age  Club  members  eat  and  travel  extensively  in  the  warmer  months  and  conduct  meetings 
twice  a  month  throughout  the  winter  at  which  there  is  always  entertainment  of  one  type  or  another 
and  refreshments.  Ipswich  has  one  of  the  largest,  most  active  Golden  Clubs  in  the  state. 

The  four  season  programs  offered  to  all  age  groups  is  among  the  finest  in  the  state  and  one 
which  is  carried  out  at  a  minimum  cost  to  both  the  participants  and  the  taxpayers.  The  Re- 
creation Committee  and  the  Director  are  privileged,  proud  and  pleased  to  extend  themselves  in 
providing  recreation  for  all  the  citizens  of  our  constantly  expanding  community. 

Expansion  and  improvements  have  been  the  watchwords  of  the  Park  department  during  the 
past  year.  Outstanding  progress  was  made  in  the  development  of  the  new  playground  at  Great 
Neck.  The  temporary  beachfront  play  area  will  be  abandoned  and  the  new  playground  nearby 
activated  this  summer  for  the  first  time.  Expansion  of  the  new  area  will  continue  in  1968. 

The  new  addition  to  Linebrook  playground  is  under  development  and  when  completed  will  pro- 
vide ample  off  street  parking,  a  picnic  area,  a  wading  pool  and  possibly  a  new  skating  rink. 

Improvements  are  also  planned  for  Howe  Park  and  the  Doyon  baseball  field  in  that  section  of 
town.  Further  improvements  are  also  planned  at  the  town  Lighthouse  property,  the  Neck  Cause- 
way beaches,   Daniel  Boone  Park  and  in  many  other  areas  that  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Park  Department. 
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Beginning  in  1968  the  Park  Department  will  assume  the  responsibility  of  developing  and  main- 
taining all  the  town  owned  landscaped  areas  including  those  of  the  Light,  Water,  Sewer  and 
Highway  Departments  and  the  new  town  wharf  area. 

A  start  was  made  in  1967  and  will  continue  into  1968  to  beautify  all  areas  in  town.  The  Park 
Department  personnel  welcomes  this  challenge  and  will  strive  to  attain  established  goals  in  the 
months  ahead  that  will  make  Ipswich  stand  out  as  one  of  the  most  attractive  communities  in  the 
area  and  one  that  citizens  will  be  justifiably  proud  of. 

Memorial  Building 

New  ceilings  and  new  lighting  were  installed  in  two  of  the  larger  halls  in  1967.  Most  of  the 
rooms  were  redecorated.  Improvements  to  both  the  interior  and  exterior  will  continue  in  1968. 

A  multitude  of  clubs,  organizations,  civic  groups,  Girl  Scouts  and  others  use  the  facility  on  a  year 
round  basis.  Use  of  the  building  is  free  to  all  non-profit  organizations.  Others  may  rent  in- 
dividual rooms  or  halls  at  a  nominal  fee. 

Permanent  residents  include  the  Post  80  American  Legion  and  its  Auxiliary  and  the  office  of  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  Department. 
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FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 
ARMAND  MICHAUD,  TREE  WARDEN 

During  the  year,  29  public  Dutch  Elm  diseased  and  81  private  beetle-infested  trees  were  taken 
down,  hauled  away  to  the  town  dump,  burned  and  buried.  Also,  45  other  dead  trees  such  as 
maples,  oaks  and  birches  were  taken  down  and  burned. 

One  hundred  five  tree  stumps  were  removed  by  a  stump  remover  hired  by  this  department. 
The  stumps  were  removed  six  inches  below  the  ground  and  the  holes  filled  with  loam  and  seeded. 

On  Arbor  Day  each  first  grader  was  given  a  Little  Leaf  Linden  Tree  approximately  18"  tall 
to  be  taken  home,  planted  and  cared  for  by  the  child.  Three  hundred  trees  were  given  during 
the  ceremonies,  these  trees  were  donated  by  the  Forestry  Department. 

One  hundred  four  new  trees  of  various  varieties  were  planted  this  spring  and  fall  throughout 
the  town  and  watered  during  the  summer  months. 

Winter  months  are  spent  line  clearing  and  pruning  for  the  electric  light  department.  Also,  this 
department  is  on  call  at  all  times  for  emergencies. 

Spraying  with  Methoxychlor  and  Sevin  was  conducted  throughout  the  town  for  the  control  of 
Dutch  Elm  disease  during  the  months  of  May,  June  and  July.  Also,  spraying  was  done  for  the 
control  of  birch  leaf  miners  and  poison  ivy  in  various  parts  of  town. 

At  various  times  this  department  cut  brush  on  Old  Right  Road,  Fellows  Road,  Candlewood, 
Nabby's  Point,  Willowdale,  and  Linebrook  Road. 

Forestry  Department  trucks  and  men  were  used  in  snow  removal,  in  setting  up  voting  booths 
for  elections,  setting  up  chairs  for  town  meetings  and  in  the  delivery  of  the  town  report.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Russell  L.  Scahill,  Chief 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1967. 

The  department  made  a  total  of  305  runs  for  the  year.  Of  these  220  were  still  alarms  and  85 
were  bell  alarms. 

The  vehicles  covered  approximately  15,000  miles  for  the  year.  A  total  of  6,300  feet  of  2  1/2  inch 
hose  was  used,  1,500  feet  of  1  1/2  inch  hose  was  used,  and  3,000  feet  of  1  1/8  inch  hose  was 
used  during  the  year.  A  total  of  49,652  gallons  of  water  was  pumped  from  the  booster  tanks  on 
the  trucks  and  33 1  feet  of  ladders  were  raised  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  $24,470.00  was  paid  out  for  fire  losses  on  buildings  valued  at  $743,730.00  and  on 
estimated  losses  of  $27,325.80  for  1967.  These  figures  compare  with  a  total  of  $28,095.77  on 
buildings  valued  at  $211,620  and  estimated  losses  of  $31,781.77  for  1966.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Stanley  J.  Surpitski,  Chief  of  Police 

The  Ipswich  Police  Department  is  operated  by  a  staff  of  thirteen  men.  This  includes  ten  patrol- 
men, two  sergeants,  and  one  chief. 

Due  to  the  existing  conditions,  the  shifts  are  staggered  and  overlap.  Both  the  evening  and  early 
morning  shifts  have  a  complement  of  three  men  each. 

It  is  mandatory  that  Ipswich  has  a  full-time  cruiser  patrol  in  order  to  curtail  the  possibility  of  a 
rise  in  housebreaks  and  acts  of  vandalism,  etc. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  cruiser  in  the  downtown  area  to  respond  to  any  ambulance  calls 
with  the  aid  of  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department. 

With  my  knowledge  of  existing  conditions  and  the  size  of  the  area  to  be  policed;  I  feel  that  the 
Police  Department  is  in  need  of  immediate  reorganization;  therefore,  I  recommend  the  institution 
of  a  three  platoon  system. 

The  three  platoon  system  would  comprise  three  eight  hour  shifts.  It  would  be  as  follows:  four 
men  on  duty  from  8  a.m.  to  4  p.m.;  four  men  from  4  p.m.  to  midnight,  and  three  men  from 
midnight  to  8  a.m.  If  put  into  effect,  this  system  would  render  proper  coverage. 

Due  to  recent  court  rulings,  the  department  is  in  need  of  a  full-time  Inspector  to  prepare  court 
cases  and  to  follow  up  on  investigations.  On  many  occasions  it  is  necessary  to  recall  an  off-duty 
officer  to  cover  for  an  officer  who  is  out  of  town  on  an  investigation  or  in  Superior  Court.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE 


Edwin  R.  Emerson,  Director 

Several  new  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  attended  fire  school  at  the  Civil  Defense 
Training  Center  in  Topsfield.  The  course  consists  of  three  days  of  practical  and  classroom  work. 
All  time  is  donated  with  the  town  paying  for  meals. 

A  used  six-meter  radio  was  purchased  to  increase  communications  as  the  two-meter  radio,  cur- 
rently in  use,  has  a  very  limited  range.  Monthly  drills  with  Sector  Headquarters  are  continuing 
as  are  bi-weekly  local  tests. 

A  course  in  Medical-Self-Help  was  given  to  24  persons  last  spring.  We  hope  to  continue  this 
program  as  instructors  become  available.  A  number  of  High  School  students  were  also  given 
part  of  the  course  by  their  own  instructors. 

In  progress  now  is  a  Home  Shelter  Survey  to  help  home  owners  locate  a  suitable  shelter  area 
within  their  own  home.  This  is  a  pilot  project  in  this  area  with  much  work  yet  to  do.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  REPORT 

Robert  W.  Spencer,  Superintendent 

The  Essex  County,  Revere,  Winthrop,  North  Reading  Mosquito  Control  Project  was  organized 
during  the  summer  of  1965.  Actual  work  in  the  field  began  during  the  winter  of  1965-66.  In 
1965  seventeen  towns  and  cities  of  Essex  County  were  enrolled  in  the  County  Project.  The  City 
of  Revere  and  the  Town  of  Winthrop,  both  of  Suffolk  County  were  added  through  special  leg- 
islation during  1965  bringing  the  total  communities  originally  served  by  the  Project  to  nineteen. 
During  the  past  two  years,  the  towns  of  Georgetown,  Hamilton  and  the  City  of  New  bury  port 
have  voluntarily  joined.  The  Town  of  North  Reading  from  Middlesex  County  became  a  member 
in  July  of  1967.  The  territory  now  covered  by  the  Project  is  315.8  square  miles  in  twenty-three 
cities  and  towns  extending  from  Boston  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  line. 

The  fiscal  year  for  the  Project  begins  on  July  1,  and  ends  on  June  30.  The  money  assessed  the 
participating  communities  in  Fiscal  1966  and  again  in  1967  and  spent  by  this  Project  amounted 
to  74,822  dollars  annually.  In  August  of  1967,  Chapter  553,  Acts  of  1967,  an  Act  which  changed 
the  basis  of  assessment  and  increased  the  amount  available  to  the  County  Project  was  signed 
into  law.  This  Act  was  retroactive  to  July  1,  1967.  The  new  annual  appropriation  for  the  pro- 
ject is  $107,032,  an  amount  which  will  permit  an  expansion  of  activities  through  the  hiring  of 
additional  permanent  personnel  and  the  purchase  of  equipment. 

During  1966  and  1967  the  Project  staff  in  addition  to  the  Superintendent  and  Secretary,  has 
included  a  foreman  and  six  laborers  on  a  year  round  basis.  An  additional  summer  crew  of  eight 
has  been  employed  each  year  during  the  spraying  season.  The  permanent  labor  force  will  soon 
be  increased  to  eight.  Trucks  owned  by  the  Project  include  one  2-ton  stake  body  truck,  three 
1-ton  stake  body  trucks,  three  1/2-ton  pick-ups,  and  one  International  Travelall.  Equipment  for 
the  treatment  of  adult  mosquitoes  includes,  three  large  mist  blowers  and  two  large  fogging 
machines  which  are  mounted  on  the  trucks  during  the  summer  season.  The  project  also  owns 
two  diesel  powered  crawler  tractors  specially  modified  for  work  in  the  fresh  and  salt  water 
marshlands.  One  large  tilt-bed  trailer  is  employed  to  transport  the  tractors. 

During  the  current  year,  Fiscal  1968,  with  the  additional  monies  made  available  under  Chapter 
553,  Acts  of  1967,  the  following  equipment  will  be  added:  One  2-ton  stake  body  truck,  one  1-ton 
stake  body  truck,  one  1/2-ton  pick-up  truck,  one  tilt-bed  trailer,  one  large  fogging  machine,  an 
electric  welder,  power  brush  cutters,  and  various  tools  both  for  maintenance  and  for  work  in 
the  field.  The  Project  will  then  be  quite  well  equipped  and  in  a  position  to  add  substantially  to 
the  labor  force  in  1968  and  1969. 

The  summer  of  1967,  was  by  no  means  an  easy  one  for  the  County  Mosquito  Control  Project. 
The  drought  breaking  rains  of  May,  June,  and  July  provided  conditions  ideal  for  mosquito 
breeding.  Many  of  the  areas  which  normally  produce  but  one  major  brood  of  mosquitoes  during 
May  and  June  and  then  dry  up,  werekept  active  the  entire  season.  A  normal  summer  will  present 
an    average   of  sixty-five   work   days    suitable  for  spraying  against  the  adult  mosquito.  This 
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number  was  reduced  by  seventeen  days  during  which  rain  fell  in  sufficient  amounts  to  either 
curtail  completely  the  spraying  program  or  to  nullify  its  effect. 

In  spite  of  the  inclement  weather  the  Project  did  move  ahead  in  several  phases  of  the  year-round 
control  program.  During  the  period  January  1 ,  through  April  1,  a  total  of  750  acres  of  mosquito 
breeding  sites  were  treated  by  the  application  of  insecticide  dust  either  on  ice  or  open  water. 
The  sites  treated  were  for  the  most  part  isolated  woodland  pools  or  water  filled  depressions  known 
to  have  produced  heavy  broods  of  mosquitoes  the  previous  year.  From  April  1,  when  the  first 
mosquito  larvae  were  located,  until  Memorial  Day,  125  acres  were  treated  by  application  of 
#2  fuel  oil  to  the  surface  of  the  water.  Periodic  checking  proved  the  absolute  elimination  of  the 
spring  brood  of  mosquitoes  from  the  areas  thus  treated.  While  875  acres  is  but  a  small  pro- 
portion of  the  total  mosquito  producing  fresh  water  wetland  in  the  district,  the  continuation  and 
expansion  of  this  phase  of  the  program  year  after  year  will  serve  to  permanendy  reduce  the 
mosquito  population. 

The  year  1967  saw  the  beginning  of  the  most  effective  method  of  mosquito  control,  the  permanent 
elimination  of  the  breeding  sites  through  drainage  and  water  management.  One  of  the  two  trac- 
tors owned  by  the  Project  is  designed  exclusively  for  the  recutting  of  the  long  established  and 
badly  neglected  salt  marsh  ditching.  The  other,  while  employed  effectively  in  certain  sections  of 
the  salt  marsh,  is  primarily  for  use  along  the  brooks  and  streams  in  upland  areas.  The  services 
of  two  men  are  required  in  the  operation  of  each  machine.  The  permanent  labor  force  to  date 
has  been  restricted  by  an  inadequate  budget  to  six  men.  These  six  men  have  performed  all  the 
work  of  a  permanent  nature  thus  far  accomplished  by  this  Project,  including  the  brushing  out 
along  brooks  and  streams,  the  winter  dusting  and  spring  larviciding,  inspection  and  location 
of  breeding  sites,  as  well  as  maintenance  of  vehicles  and  equipment.  During  the  summer  spray 
season,  because  of  the  demand  for  adult  mosquito  control  it  has  been  necessary  to  forego  the 
permanent  work  as  all  personnel  have  been  pressed  into  service,  spraying  and  fogging.  Under 
these  circumstances  it  has  been  physically  impossible  since  the  acquisition  of  the  first  tractor  in 
September  1966,  to  embark  on  a  permanent  drainage  program  in  all  of  the  23  cities  and  towns 
served  by  the  Project.  It  is  now  anticipated  that  by  the  spring  of  1968  it  will  be  possible  to  employ 
both  tractors  on  as  close  to  a  year-round  basis  as  weather  will  allow. 

In  the  meantime,  several  miles  of  ditches  have  been  recut  in  the  salt  marshes  of  Ipswich,  Rowley, 
Newbury,  and  Saugus  during  1967  reducing  by  several  hundred  acres  the  breeding  grounds  of 
the  most  troublesome  mosquito  in  Essex  County.  Power  equipment  has  been  employed  in  the 
reclamation  of  fresh  water  streams  in  Hamilton,  Topsfield,  Rowley,  and  Newbury. 

The  work  accomplished  by  this  Project  during  the  first  two  years  of  its  existence  is  but  a  token 
of  that  necessary  to  noticeably  reduce  the  mosquito  nuisance  over  the  entire  district.  The  initial 
years  of  the  Essex  County  Project  have  been  no  different  than  those  experienced  by  other  seven 
districts  in  the  Commonwealth.  Organized  mosquito  control  has  existed  in  some  sections  of  the 
United  States  for  over  sixty  years.  The  Cape  Cod  Mosquito  Control  Project  was  started  in  1931. 
Entirely  new  to  the  residents  of  Essex  County  is  the  regional  program  through  which  control 
measures  undertaken  in  one  community  will  be  of  benefit  to  another.  Because  of  the  migratory 
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nature  of  the  insect,  mosquitoes  reared  in  West  Newbury,  for  example,  pose  a  problem  to  New- 
buryport  and  the  salt  marsh  mosquito  produced  so  prolifically  in  costal  areas  each  summer 
season  is  found  in  nuisance  numbers  westward  to  Methuen  and  some  Middlesex  County  com- 
munities. Therefore  the  greater  the  area  totally  involved  in  a  permanent  mosquito  control  pro- 
gram, the  more  effective  the  results  and  the  sooner  these  results  are  manifested  by  a  noticeable 
decline  in  the  mosquito  population.  The  twenty  Essex  County  communities  now  enrolled  in  the 
Project  would  benefit  greatly  if  the  fourteen  who  have  thus  far  abstained  were  to  become  members. 

An  official  from  a  local  town  recently  stated  that  it  would  be  useless  to  join  the  county  project 
because  the  only  possible  gain  would  be  personal  comfort.  In  an  area  which  has  so  much  to 
offer  from  the  standpoint  of  outdoor  recreation,  personal  comfort  should  be  of  great  concern. 
In  many  areas  the  mothers  of  small  children  find  it  impossible  to  let  them  play  out  of  doors 
during  July  and  August.  Livestock  put  out  to  pasture  for  the  summer  do  not  get  proper  nourish- 
ment because  they  must  run  continuously  in  an  effort  to  ward  off  the  hordes  of  mosquitoes.  A 
local  farmer  was  unable  to  market  an  entire  field  of  sweetcorn  because  he  could  not  keep  his 
help  in  the  field  long  enough  to  harvest  the  crop.  Private  swimming  pools  can  not  be  enjoyed 
during  the  evening  and  oftentimes  not  even  in  the  daytime.  Little  League  ball  games  are  called 
or  cancelled  because  of  mosquitoes.  Real  estate  transactions  are  affected  and  many  families 
have  moved  from  the  area  rather  than  cope  with  the  mosquito.  These  instances  all  point  to  the 
fact  that  personal  comfort  is  important. 

It  is  easy  to  disregard  the  mosquito  as  a  public  health  problem  here  in  Essex  County  simply 
because  there  has  not  as  yet  occurred  a  serious  outbreak  of  any  of  the  diseases  of  man  known 
to  be  transmitted  by  the  insect.  The  potential  is  always  present,  however,  because  the  same 
species  of  mosquitoes  which  carry  "sleeping  sickness"  in  other  sections  of  the  United  States,  are 
found  in  Essex  County.  Eastern  Encephalitis  is  a  disease  of  wild  birds,  which  under  the  right 
conditions  is  transmitted  by  the  mosquito  to  man.  The  incidence  of  heartworm,  a  mosquito 
borne  disease  fatal  to  dogs,  has  been  on  the  increase  in  Essex  County  over  the  past  several 
years.  A  new  and  difficult  to  control  virus  of  malaria  has  been  introduced  to  the  country  by 
servicemen  returning  from  Southeast  Asia.  A  regional  mosquito  control  program  reduces  the 
potential  of  any  disease  carried  by  the  mosquito  and  therefore  serves  as  a  guardian  of  the  public 
health. 

The  rapid  residential  and  industrial  growth  of  Essex  County  since  World  War  II  has  been 
responsible  in  many  ways  for  the  severe  mosquito  problem  existing  today.  Agriculture  lands 
have  been  abandoned,  reverting  back  to  wetlands.  Improper  sewage  disposal  has  polluted  large 
areas  of  fresh  water  marshland.  Municipal  dumps  adjacent  to  swampy  areas  create  a  serious 
mosquito  problem..  In  spite  of  elaborate  engineering  each  mile  of  federal  and  state  highway  con- 
struction creates  many  new  mosquito  breeding  sources.  The  mosquito  is  the  most  capable  of  all 
insects  in  adapting  himself  to  the  changing  environment  of  man. 

Mosquito  control  can  not  be  accomplished  overnight.  It  will  require  many  years  of  cooperative 
effort  by  both  public  and  private  interests.  The  creation  of  the  Essex  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  is  a  major  step  toward  reducing  the  mosquito  nuisance  in  the  northeastern  corner  of  the 
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State.  The  cooperation,  understanding,  and  support  of  the  general  public  is  necessary  to  insure 
the  effectiveness  and  expansion  of  the  work  now  in  progress.  The  task  ahead  is  difficult,  but  by 
no  means  impossible. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Roland  R.  Foucher,  Health  Agent 

Well  Child  Clinic:  This  clinic  is  held  the  first  Monday  of  every  month  at  the  Winthrop  School 
at  three  o'clock  for  any  pre-school  child.  Babies  and  pre-school  children  will  be  immunized 
against  polio,  tetanus,  diptheria,  whooping  cough  and  measles  at  no  cost  to  the  parents. 

Beginning  this  year  it  is  mandatory  in  order  to  get  into  school  that  all  children  are  immunized 
against  these  diseases  beside  being  vaccinated  against  smallpox. 

This  year  308  school  children  were  given  boosters  shots  for  diptheria,  tetanus  and  whooping 
cough  as  against  255  last  year. 

Mantoux  tests  were  performed  on  371  children  as  against  276  last  year.  There  were  9  positives 
and  these  were  taken  to  the  Salem  Chest  Clinic  for  x-rays,  all  were  found  to  be  negative  after 
x-rays. 

Rabies  Clinic:  This  clinic  is  held  at  the  J'own  Garage,  this  year  146  dogs  were  immunized 
against  rabies  by  Dr.  Cornelius  Thibeault  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

There  were  33  dog  bites  reported  to  the  Health  Department  this  year  against  29  last  year.  The 
dog  owners  were  required  to  restrain  the  dogs  for  a  period  of  10  days. 

There  were  10  premature  babies  born  to  Ipswich  residents  in  1967,  and  of  these  the  Health 
Department  paid  for  157days  of  hospital  stay. 

The  Town  Dump  has  450  feet  of  eight  foot  fence  and  a  20  foot  gate,  which  is  closed  and  locked 
on  Mondays.  New  dump  hours  were  instituted  this  year  and  are  working  out  very  well.  The 
hours  are  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  every  day  but  Mondays.  Provisions  have  been  made  to 
add  another  500  feet  of  fence  this  year. 

Permits  and  Licenses:  254  plumbing  permits  were  issued  by  the  Health  Department,  and  were 
checked  by  the  plumbing  inspector.  153  gas  permits  were  also  issued  and  were  checked  out  by 
the  gas  inspector. 

101  burial  permits  were  issued  in  1967,  compared  to  86  in  1966.  36  restaurant  permits,  36 
milk  and  oleo  licenses,  3  grease  and  tallow,  3  ice  cream  manufacture,  2  milk  pasteurizing.  3 
cesspool  cleaning,  5  motels,  8  milk  vehicles,  6  sewer  installers,  1  slaughtering  and  10  methvl 
alcohol  licenses. 
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The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  checks  and  seals  all  scales  in  Town,  he  also  measures  all 
tank  trucks  for  correct  gallonage,  plus  all  gasoline  station  pumps.  Packages  are  checked  in  all 
stores  for  correct  weight. 

The  animal  inspector  checks  all  cattle  that  come  in  to  Town  from  out  of  state  to  see  that  they  are 
properly  ear-tagged  and  are  free  from  disease.  He  also  makes  an  inventory  of  all  animals  in 
Town.  The  animal  inspector  John  Wegzyn  also  acts  as  dog  officer  and  investigates  all  dog  bites. 

SHELLFISH  AND  HARBORS  DEPARTMENT 

Arthur  N.  Moon,  Clam  Commissioner  and  Harbormaster 

The  records  for  1967  indicate  a  fair  year  for  shellfish.  There  was  no  drop  in  the  amount  of 
shellfish  taken  compared  to  last  year,  due  to  more  commerical  diggers  in  the  summer  months 
mostly  school  boys.  Men  were  employed  removing  mussels,  algae  and  other  marine  life  that 
is  harmful  to  shellfish. 

Licenses  and  Permits: 

154  non-resident  yearly  at  $10.00  a  year 
591  non-resident  daily  at  $1.00  a  day 
488  resident  yearly  at  $2.00  a  year 
94  resident  yearly  comm.  at  $15.00  a  year 

There  is  a  loss  of  money  to  the  town  on  non-resident  permits  due  to  the  change  of  location  of 
the  permits  in  the  past  two  years.  They  are  not  available  in  the  early  morning  or  late  evening. 
About  six  bushels  of  clams  were  confiscated  for  minor  violations.  There  was  one  court  case. 
The  clam  production  has  dropped  off  a  little  over  last  year.  We  will  still  continue  to  work  on 
the  flats  to  keep  them  up  to  par.  There  were  about  30,000  fry  lobsters  released  in  Ipswich  by  the 
state. 


Harbor  Department 

Once  again  the  river  offered  thousands  of  boaters  many  hours  of  summer  relaxation.  Channel 
markers  were  placed  in  Eagle  Hill,  Ipswich  River  and  Castle  Neck  River  in  the  early  spring. 
At  the  town  wharf 'a  new  ramp  and  parking  area  were  put  in  by  the  state.  Part  of  the  old  town 
wharf  was  taken  down  as  it  was  unsafe.  New  barrels  were  put  under  the  town  floats.  The  town 
floats  were  over  crowded  due  to  lack  of  floats  for  the  boats,  this  will  be  corrected  this  coming 
year.  *  • 

The  town  boat  was  out  on  night  and  day  patrol,  assisted  by  the  police  patrol  on  week  ends 
and  holidays.  Forty-six  boats  were  stopped  for  minor  violations,  there  were  two  cases  taken  to 
court.  The  town  boat  answered  41  calls  for  assistance  mostly  due  to  fog.  Seven  people  were  taken 
from  the  water  when  boats  overturned.  Two  people  taken  to  the  hospital  because  of  exposure  in 
the  early  spring. 
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Sixty-seven  boats  or  motors  reported  missing,  five  motors  still  missing  and  four  boats.  Most 
of  these  missing  are  due  to  storms. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

Frank  Story,  District  Director 

The  number  of  Veterans  and  their  dependents  receiving  Veterans'  Benefits  under  Chapter  115 
of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  is  being  reported  on  a  monthly  basis  as  follows:  January,  33; 
February,  35;  March,  36;  April,  37;  May,  37;  June,  40;  July,  43;  August,  41;  September,  45; 
October,  46;  November,  46;  December,  51. 

Under  this  program  the  town  is  reimbursed  50%  of  the  expenditures  from  the  State.  Money  ex- 
pended is  listed  in  the  Town  Report  under  the  financial  statement. 

Services  rendered  to  the  Veterans  and  their  dependents  under  the  Federal  Veterans  Adminis- 
tration Program  are  as  follows:  21  applications  for  pensions  and  compensations,  3  applications 
for  headstones,  9  applications  for  real  estate  abatements,  34  annual  questionnaires,  22  VA 
hospitalizations,  13  certificates  of  eligibility  for  home  loans,  11  applications  for  education,  14 
applications  for  replacement  of  lost  documents,  3  requests  for  copies  of  war  records,  52  Power 
of  Attorney  papers,  17  Statements  in  Support  of  Claim,  6  change  of  address  forms,  6  Statements 
of  Net  Worth  and  Income,  3  applications  for  burial  allowance  and  1,680  applications  for 
statistical  papers  (both  services). 

Compensation  and  pension  awards  obtained  through  this  office  for  Ipswich  Veterans  and  their 
dependents  total  $57,984.00  yearly.  Hospitalizations  in  Veteran  Administration  facilities  have 
saved  the  town  $36,300.00  in  1967.  In  1967  Educational  Benefits  received  for  eligible  Veterans 
and  dependents  total  $18,480.00. 

The  combined  expenditures  under  both  services  total  $182,764.00.  The  town's  share,  including 
administrative  costs,  is  $40,000.00  or  22%.

The  State  arid  Federal  Governments,  at  the  present  time,  reimburse  to  the  Town  approximately 
80%  of  the  total  assistance  rendered  in  the  majority  of  the  assistance  rendered  in  the  majority 
of  the  assistance  programs. 

A  3.4%  cost  of  living  increase  was  granted  on  September  1,  1967  to  all  recipients  of  Old  Age 
Assistance,  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  and  Disability  Assistance. 


Monies  were  budgeted  for  the  construction  of  an  office  for  the  Social  Worker  and  the  addition 
of  a  storeroom.  The  work  was  completed  in  May.  The  result  was  more  privacy  for  recipients 
and  adequate  working  area  for  the  office  staff. 


Clients  are  visited  regularly  to  establish  continuing  eligibility  and  special  attention  is  paid  and 
more  frequent  visits  are  made  to  those  defined  service  cases.  A  yearly  social  study  and  evaluation 
must  be  prepared  and  recorded  in  each  and  every  case.  Such  a  social  study  is  in  compliance 
with  the  requirements  set  up  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 


The  Administration  Department  consists  of  a  Director,  one  Social  Worker,  one  Senior  Clerk- 
Typist  and  two  Junior  Clerk-Stenographers. 


An  act  reorganizing  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  providing  for  the  direct  administra- 
tion of  the  Public  Welfare  system  was  passed  in  October,  1967  to  be  effective  July  1,  1968.  At 
this  time,  there  is  no  specific  information  available  regarding  changes  which  will  affect  the  public.

Year  Ending  December  31,  1967 


The  records  of  employees'  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State  taxes, 
the  county  retirement  system,  and  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  were  examined.   The 
deductions  were  footed,  the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies  were  verified,  and 
the  balances  on  hand  were  reconciled  with  the  respective  controlling  ledger 
accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  tax,  excise,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the 
previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and 
proved.   The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  and  other  depart- 
mental records  of  abatements  granted,  the  taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  titles 
account  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the 
town,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town 
account  an  t ' s  ledger . 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  outstanding  motor  vehicle  excise  accounts 

dating  back  to  1961  and  to  the  outstanding  departmental  accounts  receivable 

some  of  which  date  back  to  1951.   It  is  recommended  that  a  determined  effort 

be  made  to  secure  a  prompt  settlement  of  these  long  overdue  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  municipal  light  department  were  examined 
and  checked.   The  departmental  controls  were  analyzed,  the  recorded  collections 
were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  and  discounts 
were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  municipal  light  consumers'  deposits  were  examined  and 
checked.   The  controlling  account  in  the  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  refunds  were 
verified,  and  the  deposits  on  hand  February  11,  1967  were  listed  and  proved. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  departmental, 
municipal  light,  and  water  accounts  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from 
the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  records  pertaining  to  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued, 
as  well  as  to  collections  for  recording  fees,  marriage  intentions,  etc.,  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were  verified.  The  cash 
balance  on  February  11,  1967  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance 
with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit,  and  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  town  clerk  pay  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries 
and  Game  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  all  money  received  for  sporting 
licenses  issued  by  him  during  the  preceding  month,  as  required  by  Section  13, 
Chapter  131  of  the  General  Laws,  and  also  that  he  pay  to  the  town  treasurer  on 
the  first:  Monday  of  each  month  all  monies  received  for  dog  licenses  issued  by 
him  during  the  preceding  month  as  required  by  Section  147,  Chapter  140  of  the 
General  Laws. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  board  of  selectmen, 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  plumbing,  gas,  and  building  in- 
spectors, as  well  as  by  the  health,  recreation,  and  school  departments,  and  by 
all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined 
and  checked.   The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  the  treasurer's  and  the  town  accountant's  books,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the 
several  departments  was  proved. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Eastern  Essex  Veterans' 
Services  District  were  examined  in  conjunction  with  the  audit  of  the  town 
treasurer's  accounts.   The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  amounts  paid  by  the  member  town  of  the  district.   The  pay- 
ments, as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  approved  warrants  authorizing  the 
disbursement  of  district  funds,  and  the  cash  balance  on  February  11,  1967  was 
proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the 
bank  of  deposit. 


The  surety  bonds  filed  by  the  town  officials  required  to  furnish  them  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in 
proper  form. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer's  and  the  town  clerk's  cash, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  depart- 
mental, municipal  light,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  received  from  all 
officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself, 
I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

CODE    OF   ETHICS 

r 

JLO  ACHIEVE  effective  and  democratic  local  government,  the  council-manager  plan  provides 
that  policies  shall  be  determined  by  the  governing  body  elected  by  the  people  and  that  the  administra- 
tion of  such  policies  shall  be  vested  in  the  city  manager  who  shall  be  appointed  by  and  responsible  to 
the  governing  body.  The  purpose  of  the  International  City  Managers'  Association,  the  professional 
organization  of  city  managers,  is  to  increase  the  proficiency  of  city  managers  and  to  aid  in  the 
improvement  of  municipal  government.  To  further  these  objectives,  the  Association  believes  that  certain 
ethical  principles  should  govern  the  conduct  of  every  professional  city  manager: 


INo  member  of  the  profession  accepts 
a  position  as  city  manager  unless  he 
is  fully  in  accord  with  the  principles  of 
council-manager  government  and  unless  he 
is  confident  that  he  is  qualified  to  serve  to 
the  advantage  of  the  community. 

2  The  city  manaeer  has  a  firm  belief  in 
the  dignity  and  worth  of  the  services 
rendered  by  government.  He  has  a  con- 
structive, creative,  and  practical  attitude 
toward  urban  problems  and  a  deep  sense 
of  his  own  social  responsibility  as  a 
trusted  public  servant. 

3  The  city  manager  is  governed  by  the 
highest  ideals  of  honor  and  integrity 
in  all  his  public  and  personal  relationships 
in  order  that  he  may  merit  the  respect  and 
confidence  of  the  governing  body,  of  other 
officials  and  employees,  and  of  the  public 
which  he  serves.  He  believes  that  personal 
aggrandizement  or  profit  secured  by  con- 
fidential information  or  by  misuse  of  pub- 
lic time  is  dishonest. 

4  The  city  manager  as  a  community 
leader  submits  policy  proposals  to  the 
council  and  provides  the  council  with  facts 
and  advice  on  matters  of  policy  to  give  the 
council  a  basis  for  making  decisions  on 
community  goals.  The  city  manager  de- 
fends municipal  policies  publicly  only  after 
consideration  and  adoption  of  such  poli- 
cies by  the  council. 

5   The  city  manager  realizes  that  the 
council,  the  elected  representatives  of 
the  people,  is  entitled  to  the  credit  for  the 


establishment  of  municipal  policies.  The 
city  manager  avoids  coming  in  public  con- 
flict with  the  council  on  controversial 
issues.  Credit  or  blame  for  policy  execution 
rests  with  the  city  manager. 

6  The  city  manager  considers  it  his  duty 
continually  to  improve  his  ability 
and  his  usefulness  and  to  develop  the  com- 
petence of  his  associates  in  the  use  of 
management  techniques. 

7  The  city  manager  keeps  the  commu- 
nity informed  on  municipal  affairs.  He 
emphasizes  friendly  and  courteous  service 
to  the  public.  He  recognizes  that  the  chief 
function  of  the  local  government  at  all 
times  is  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  all  the 
people  on  a  nonpartisan  basis. 

8  The  city  manager,  in  order  to  preserve 
his  integrity  as  a  professional  ad- 
ministrator, resists  any  encroachment  on 
his  responsibility  for  personnel,  believes 
he  should  be  free  to  carry  out  council 
policies  without  interference,  and  deals 
frankly  with  the  council  as  a  unit  rather 
than  with  its  individual  members. 

9  The  city  manager  handles  all  matters 
of  personnel  on  the  basis  of  merit. 
Fairness  and  impartiality  govern  the  city 
manager  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  ap- 
pointments, pay  adjustments,  promotions, 
and  discipline  in  the  municipal  service. 

I  f\  The  city  manager  curries  no  favors. 
-Lv/  He  handles  each  problem  without 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  principle 
and  justice.
